STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


Indian collieries have for some years past 
suffered from trade depre.ssiuu, particularly 
those produciiiff the quality of »!oal generally 
known us second class. The owners of such 
('oliierics have fouAd some relief in the raanu- 
tucture nifd sale of soft cuke, suitable for 
domestic con.suniption, but the market for soft 
coke is limited, jtartly owing to the competi¬ 
tion of .other fuels, and i)art!y because the 
value of soft coke ns a dume.«tic fuel is not 
generally Realised. In tbe.se circumstances, 
the Indian Mining Federation approached the 
Goveiiiment of India with the suggestion that 
a ce.«s should be collected by official agency 
fiom the tiade, and that the pioceeds of -'be 
cess be ilevoted to expenditure on measures to 
popularise soft coke in Indian markets. Tt is, 
therefore, considered desirable to imiiose by 
legislation a cess of 2 annas per ton on all 
soft coke despatched by rail* from collieries 
in Bengal and Bihar and Orissa for the pur¬ 
pose of creating a fund to finance measures 
for promoting the sale and improving the 


methods of manufacture of s* ft coke. It is 
proposed to entrust the administration of 
the fund to a Soft Coke Cess Committee, con¬ 
sisting of members i-epresentiiig the two Local 
Governments concerned, the Indian Mining 
Federation and the Indian Mining Associa¬ 
tion, and including the Chief Mining Engi¬ 
neer to the Railway Board, vrho will also be 
I’lesident of the C-uninittee.. The 
Bill, which is largely bused on the Tea Cess 
.\ct and the Lac (less ,Vct, i> intended to give 
effect to this proposal. It has the support of 
the Indian .Mining Fedei-iiiion winch re¬ 
presents the interests of the sott coke industry.

ST.\TEMKNT OP OMJEtTS AND REASONS. 


The (!nntoninents (House-Accommodation) 
Act, 1928, was inteiidinl to continue the 
powers pi).sseBsed by fhc military authorities 
to appropriate, when* the^ need arose, such 
houses’ in cuntoiinients ^js’were originally m- 
tonded, and were suitable, for occupation by 
military officers or messes; and to safeguard 
the rights of liouse-owners, and to secure for 
them fair renta and equitable conditioiia of 
tenancy, when their houses were appropriated. 


Ihe working of the Act during the pa."** five 
years has shown that some of its provisions 
are ohseure, and others are defeetive with 
refereiiee to one or other of the two wain 
iiiteiitioiis stated alnive. I'lie pre.seiit Bill 
aims at removing these ohsi'urities ami 
defect^, 

F'urther us the law stands at pre.seiit, the 
question of the rent of, and repairs to, a 
building appropriated under the Act may be 
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referred on appeal first to a Committee ot 
Arbitratioii and <heu to the Civil Court. .The 
Committee of Arhitrutioii is eoinposcd of a 
('jjiuirmun (who must be a person neither in 
the service of (JoverninenI t»r the ('antonnieiil 
Authority, nor having* any intei'est in ht»use 
property liable to appropriation under the 
Act), two iKTsons noiniuated by the Ottieer 
Coniiuandinj; the Station, and two bwal 
residents nominated by the owner. Difiicul- 
ties have been exp(‘rieiu‘tMl in obtainiii); a 
Chairman and non-ofticial members with the 
refpiisite <|ualifieatit'ns to undertake these 
thaiikle.ss and, in many esises, laborious 
honorary duties, and when a (’oniniittee has 
Iwen apjioinfrtl, it is frequently unable to 
reach a tiecision within a short time. In 
order to obviate the inconveniences and delays 
of the present .system, it is pro[Mt.sed to alHilish 
the Arbitration Committees ami provide for 
the leference of the abovt*-menti«)ned matters 
to the Civil Courts direct. 

The op]Hirtnnity has been taken at the same 
time to iiitrodm'e eertain other improvements 
of minor im{M)rtanee. Notes on the clau.ses 
arc attached.

NOTES ON CLAUSES. 

('louse 2 («). Owiiiff to the pfoposod alxdi- 
tion of Arbitration Committees, the words 
“ Cantonment Authority ” will disup|)ear from 
the .Act and a definition is no longer rt*quired. 

Clouse 2 (A). The pro|K).seil addition to the 
definition of “ Officer Conimandiiifr the 
Station ” brinifs it into line with the defini¬ 
tion in .section 2 (»>) of the (^intonmeiifs Act, 
1924. Thus the Officer (Vimmandiii^ the 
District <'an in no case be calleil u|K)n to per¬ 
form the duties of the Officer (^miniamliiifr 
the Station and remains in all ca.ses the ad¬ 
ministrative apindlate authoritv under the 
Act. 

('louse, 2 (c).—The revi.sional jurisdiction 
under .setdion 2 (2) of the Act is not matris- 
teri.il in clmracter. It is exerci.sed f)y the 
officer in his administrative capacity and it 
is therefore preferable to call him “ the 
('ollector.” 

(Oause The amendment of .se<-tion (i is 
dosiffiied to afford a clearer definition of the 
circumstances in which the liability under 
section o nay be enb.rced thai. the somewhat 
obscure in.st met ions at pre.sent contained in 
section 8. Two main sets of ciirumstaiiccs 
are contemplated. The liability may Ite en¬ 
forced in the first place sis a result of an appli- 
cjition from an individual officer, but only if 
he call satisfy the Officer (fommandinf^ the 
Stafior. that he cannot lie provided with (lov- 
ornmeiil. quarters and that sifter makinff all 
reasonable efforts he has been unable to make 
satisfactory private arranffcments. In the 
second place, a shortage of accoinmodation in 
the Cantonifient as a whole may render if 
necessary for the Officer (fommandiug to take 
more roraprehensive action on his own initi- 
ativo insteatl of awaiting applications from 


individual officers, and new section 6 (1) (b) 
describes the circumstances in which he may 
do so. The “ inspection ” notice Jfor which 
>' the section provides is intended to enable th| 
Officer (fummanding the Stutien to judge 
whether the building is a “ house ” as defined 
by the Act—namely, suitable for occupation 
by a military offii’cr or mCss. 

(.'louse 4 .—Section 7 («'i) (o) of the Act, as it 
stand-i at present, makes it incumbent upon 
(fovernment without any nualifiiratioii to re¬ 
deliver a house to an owner, on the expiration 
of the lease, in a state of reasonafde repair as 
defined in .sei'tion 2 (!) (t). ‘The ordinary rule, 
iK'cording to the jimvisions of the Transfer of 
Uroperty Act, 18}^2, is that a lessee shall hand 
back the pixiperty in as giaul condition as it 
was at the time when he was ]iut in iioeses* 
sion, suliject only to thi‘ cliaiiges caused by, 
reasonable wear a.nd tear qr ^irresistibly 
forc-e; and that a lease .should, at the option 
of the le.s.see, be void if any material part of 
tlie pnqiei’ty is wholly destroyed, or I’eiidenul 
unfit for tfie jmrposes for which it was let, 
us a re.sult of tiiv, fempe.st, flood or violence, 
provided that the injui-y was not toccasioned 
by the wrongful act or default of the lessee. 
The (fovernment have no intention of depart¬ 
ing from the principle of section 7 (-7) (a), 
which is already more than usually favour¬ 
able to the lessor, but they see no reason why 
they should lie excluded from the latter bene¬ 
fit mentioned above, and the Hill accordingly 
jirovides for the protection of Government in 
this respect to flie .same extent as in the case 
of ail ordinaiy lessee. 

Clause o .—The omission of section 8 of the 
Act and of the w'ords “ with the previous 
sanction of the Officer ('omniaiiding the Dis¬ 
trict ” in the |>revious .seidion fidause 4 (a)J 
is due (lithe fact that the Officer Commanding 
the District is himself, under section 30, the 
appellate authority against a decision to 
appropriate a hou.se. The grounds which 
would justify such a decision are fully explain¬ 
ed for the guidance of the Officer Command¬ 
ing the Ntation in section 6 as amended, and 
if is illogical that the previous sanction of the 
Officer Commanding the District should be 
required to a decision on the coiTection of 
which he may himself lie called upon to adjudi¬ 
cate in appeal. 

Clanse 6 .—The amendments to section 10 are 
designed, firstly, to protect the existing bona 
fide owTier-ocoupier from disturliance, lyit ti^ 
make it difficult or impossible for owners of 
houses in 10 ( 111 % to defeat the first object of 
the Act (i.e., to secure accommodation for 
military officers) by going into “ fsigus occupa¬ 
tion ” on the eve of contemplated appropria* 

• tion proceedings; and secondly, to make it 
clear that Government do not intend to appro¬ 
priate houses built on private -property which 
were l ot oiigiually intended to provide accom- 
nimlatiou .for military officers. 

Clauses 7, 8 and 9 .—^The reference to a Com- 
mittee of Arbitration on the questions of (he 
imrchase value of a house, its rental value, or 
the amount of repairs required is done away 
with and the new clauses provide for a direct 
reference to the civil courts in-these matters. 
The time allowed for the nffeVence on the 
question of rent and repairs isii^xtended to 30 
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days aad the new sub-section (3) of section 16 
gives the owner an opportunity to set forth his 
case on thp question of repairs before the civil 
^urt. 

Clause 10 .—^The new section makes it clear 
that the owner’s failure to execute the repairs 
in time or his reference to the civil court need 
not cause any delay in the appropriation pro¬ 
ceedings and thus prevent the Goveriiineut 
from making use of the house for which they 
are jiaying rent. The G()vernjneut is em¬ 
powered to execute the rej)Hirs in spite of the 
reference, and the^ interests of the ov.ner are 
Bafeguarde<l hy the express provision that his 
liahilitv is liiaited to the amount finally fix¬ 
ed *by the courts. 

Clause 11 .—The chapter dealing with the 
•procedure of Committees of Arbitration be- 
aomes superfluous and is replaced by a chap¬ 
ter expl,lining the procedure to l>e followed 
in hearing references to the civil courts made 
under sections 13. 16 and 16. The new sec¬ 
tions are self-explanatory. 

Clause 12 .—The amended section provides 
for an appeal to the High Court, in place of 


the appeal to the civil co^ which piwvioualy 
lay from the decision of the Arbitration ,Com- 
mittee. 

Clause /.3.—The amendment is consequent 
on the alteration of the definition of fhe 
Officer Commanding the Station [see clause 2 
( 6 )]. 

Clause 14.—The first part of the amend¬ 
ment is consequential. The second part re¬ 
quires the Officer Commanding the District to 
*rpc(ufl his reasons when deciding an appeal, 
which was not previously necessary. 

ClaiKt' The amendment is consequen¬ 
tial. 

Clause Id. —'I'he amendment extends to all 
references and appeals under the Act the pro¬ 
vision in existing section 30 (2), to the effect 
that the ])priod allowed for making an appeal 
should l»e coinj)utpd in accordance with the 
jirovisions «if the Indian Limitation Act, 
1908. 

Clause 17 .—The anieiulraent is consequential.

reasons. 

It was cxpefted that a Rcserve*Bank for India 
will come into existenre and will exercise the 
privileges now enjoyed by the Imperial Bank 
of India at. pie-sent. It will take a few jnore 
years till India has her own Reserve Bank 
under the control of ihe Qovemnient and 
people of India. Eventually the Imperial 
Bank of India will have to take place with 
other Banks in India, and hence it is desired 
that neither the Government of India nor the 
Secretary of State^ should enter into any 
further agreement without consent of the 
Legislative Assembly. The Imperial Bank of 
India Act, 1920, was framed mainly in the 


intereete of its old oonstitaenis—^the _ Preei- 
deni^ Banks, and it is desired in the intnmt 
of me tax-payers that the special •privileges 
it has been so far enjoying should not rbe 
abused. 

2. A number of minor amendments in the 
interest of the tax-payers and the Indian public 
are also made to focus the attention of the 
authorities of the Imperial Bank to their 
definite obligations to India and Indians.

Returning Officer is illegal and improper and 
(2) whether the rejection of the 162 ballot 
papers by the Returning Officer has materially 
affected the result of the election. Even if the 
•^ejection of the 162 ballot papers by the 
Returning Officer be found to be legal and pro¬ 
per the election is still liable to be declared 
void under rule 44, clause j[i), sub-clause (c) if 
the illegality or irregularity alleged to have 
been committed by the Presiding Officer of the 
Pandua polling centre has materially affected 
the result of the election. The learned vakil 
for the petitioner contends that the endorse¬ 
ments (Kx. 3 to Ex. 3-161) on the ballni papers 
(Ex. 1 to Ex. 1-1(71) do not identify the electors 
concerned. We have seen these endorsements 
and we have absolutely no hesitation in finding 
that the'endorsements on the ballot papers by 
the Presiding Officer relating to the elector’s 
number on the electoral roll had the undoubted 
«ffect of identifying the electors concerned. 
Under Regulation XXXII of the Bengal Elec¬ 
toral Regulations it is the duty of the Presid¬ 
ing Officer to enter on the counterfoil the num- 
b|i' of the elector as stated in the electoral roll 
aft not on the outer-foil which is the ballot 
^fmper and which is handed over to the voter for 
recording his vote thereon. The counterfoils 
have to be sent by the Presiding Officer to the 
Returning Officer in a scaled cover. The 
sealed cover containing the counterfoils cannot 
be opened even by the Returning Officer and 
has to be sent by him to the Secretary of the 
liCgislative Council after the counting is over. 
Neither lan it be opened while in the custody 
of the Secretary of the Legislative Council by 
anybody except under the order of a competent 
X'ourt or the (commissioners appointed to hold 
an enquiry in respect of an elei:tion (vide 
Regulation LT of the Bengal Electoral Regu¬ 
lations). All the aforesaid rules and regula¬ 
tions have been framed with a view to the 
strict observance of the secrecy of the ballot; 
■and in our opinion any procedure which has 
the effect of .violating this fundamental prin¬ 
ciple underlying un election by ballot is an 
illegality which goes to the very root of the 
•election if it has materially aflccled the result 
cf the election. It has been argued by the 
learned (’ounsel for the respondent that «‘veu 
if the secrecy of the ballot has been \ iolated by 
the procedure adopted by the Presiding Otlii-er 
•of the Pandua centre it is a mere irregularity 
or an accidental violation of the rule which has 
not materially affected the result of the elec¬ 
tion, and that therefore such irregularity or, 
ns he puts it, accideniial violation of the rule, 
ought to be condoned. It has also been argued 
by the learned Counsel for (he respondent that 
the Presiding Officer having tlono all that was 
•expected of him under Regulation XXXII of 
the Bengal Eelectoral Regulaiions the election 
.should not be declared void simply because he 
bad endorsed on the ballot papers the elector’s 
number on the eleiitoral roll and certain other 
details not provided for in Regulation XXXII 
of the Bengal Electoral Regulations. We 
•cannot accept the learned Counsel’s argument 
■as sound or reasonable. By niaking the aforc- 
•eaid endorsements the Presiding Officer has 
distinctly violated Regulation XXXII for 
■which the Returning Officer under Regulation 
ItLYir, clause (i), ^-clause (e) of the Bengal 
Electoral Regulatisfls providing for the secrecy 
of the ballot, has rightly rejected them. The 


secrecy of the ballot having been violated the 
Returning Officer, Mr. J. N. Roy, w^ per¬ 
fectly right in rejecting the ballot papers 
nnder Regulation XLVII, clause (t), sub-clause 
(e). Then the next point for determination is 
ikhether the rejection of the 162 ballot papers 
bv the Returning Officer has materially 
affected the result of the election. If the rejec¬ 
tion of the 162 ballot papers has materially 
affected the result of the election there is no 
doubt that the election is liable to be declared 
voi«i under rule 44, clause (!•), sub-clause (c) 
of the Bengal Electoral Rules. In order to 
elucidate the meaning of the words “ mate¬ 
rially affecting the result of the election ” 
c.erlain rulings have been placed before us by 
butli sides. We shall now deal with these 
cases. In Woodword verttu Sarsons reported 
in Hammond’s Indian candidate and Return-r 
ing Officer, it appears that but for the irregu¬ 
larity committed by the Presiding Officer 
Sarsons would have polled 1,022 votes and 
Woodward 1,008. It was therefore held in 
that case that the election of the respondent 
Sarsons must be upheld as the irregularity 
complained of was not such as to “ satisfy the 
tribunal that it did affect or might have 
affected the majority of votes; or in ‘other 
words, the result of the election.r On the 
above finding Sarson’s election was upheld. 
In V. S. Mahammad Ibrahim, petitioner, 
rcrmis Abbas Ali Khan Sahib and A. P. Sayid 
Ibnihim, respondents, reported in Hammond’s 
Indian Election Petitions at page 182, it 
appears that the Presiding Officer had taken 
the thumb impressions of two illiterate voters 
who had voted for the petitioner. These 
tluimb-impreshions were made on two ballot 
papers which were rejected by the Returning 
Officer; and the (/ommissioners who heard the 
election petition after finding that they were 
rightly rejected by^ the Returning Officer 
observed as follows*:—“But even allowing 
tln>se votes in favour of the petitioner it would 
leave hiin in a minority of two. 'The result of 
the election is therefore not materially 
affected by such irregularities.” In the case 
of Lpadhaya Ainbika Prashad, petitioner, 
vermiii Lakshmi Molion Misra and another 
resi»ondents, reported in Hammond’s Election 
Petitions at pages 92 and 93, it appears that 
the respondent Lakshmi Molioti Misra was 
declared duly elected by the Returning Officer 
as having polled 843 votes as against 721 Votes 
polled by the petitioner Upadhaya Ambika 
Prasliad in spite of the objection taken by the 
latter before the Returning Officer that a large 
number of ballot papers cast in favour of the 
respondent, namely, 361 out of 843, should be 
rejected as having contained certain marks 
violating the secrecy of the ballot. The 
learned (. ommissioners in upholding the objec¬ 
tion of the petitioner observed as follows-_ 

“ If lliese marked ballot papers had been 
rejected the number of votes received bv Babu 
Laksin Aloiiou Misra (respondent) would have 
been reduced from 843 to 482 and those 
received by Babu Ambika Prashad (petiflouer) 
would have bee« reduced from 721 to 604;” 
and thereupon the learned Commissidiiers 
declared the election of the respondent void as 
in their opinion the irregularity had affected 
the result of the election. It has also been 
held in the case of Babu Das Sinha versus 
Babu Rajandhari Sinha and another reported 
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in Jaffat Narain’s Indian Election Petitions, 
Volume III, at page 8(f, that the election can¬ 
not be said to have been materially aflfected 
unless the irregularities which have occurred 
actually turned the scale in favour of the 
returned candidate. It must be shown that but* 
for the irregularities tlie returned candidate 
would not have iditaiued a majority of the 
votes. Baaing their conclusions on the above 
principle the Coinmissiouers were pleased to 
dismiss the election petition. In 110 L. J. 
at page 270, Mr. .lustice Mukherji has col¬ 
lected all the case-law on the'subject and has 
held that where the irregularity or transgres¬ 
sion complained of hal affected the result of 
the election, that is, the success of one candi¬ 
date over another, it woud bo the clear duty of 
the election tribunal to set aside the election. 
Although the case in 110 C. L. J. at page 270 
refers to a municipal election Mr. Justice 
Mukherji has also dealt with the law relating 
not only to elections to Legislative Councils in 
India but also to Parliamentary elections, and 
his decision is in full accord with the other 
decisions already referred to by us. On a 
consideration of the law on the subject we hold 
that if the transgression complained of— 
whether it amounts to an illegality or irregu¬ 
larity—constitutes a non-compliance with the 
provisions of the Act or the rules or regulations 
made thereunder as contemplated by rule 44, 
clause (i), sub-clause (c) of the Bengal I'llec- 
toral Rules and if the said nnn-com])liunce has 
materially affected the result of the election, 
that is, if it has turned the scale in favour of 
the returned candidate or in other words, if it 
has materially affected the success of one candi¬ 
date over another, the elei'fioii of the returned 
candidate should he void. But for the non- 
compliance with the rules and regulations on 
the subject by the Presiding Officer of the Pan- 
dua centre Maulvi Oolam Rahaman, the peti¬ 
tioner, would have been duly declared elected 
because he would have polled >30 more votes 
than the respondent, Maulvi Abdul Karim, if 
the 162 ballot-papers, of which 10.3 had been 
cast in favour of the petitioner and 9 in favour 
of the respondent, had not been rejected—and 
very properly rejected—by the Returning 
Officer. The election of the respondent, 
Maulvi Abdul Karim, is therefore declared 
void. There is no allegation of any corrupt 
practice in this case and none has been proved. 

We therefore summarise our findings on the 
issues as follows: — 


Issue No. 1—Our answer is in the affirma¬ 
tive. 

Issue No. 2—We find that there were 
enimrsements on the 162 ballot pai>ers made 
either by the Presiding Officer of the Pandua 
centre or under his direction and that they 
have affected the ballot papers and the validity 
of the election. 

Issue No. :{—Our answer is in the affirma¬ 
tive. 


Issue No. 4—Our answer to the first part o 
the issue IS in the negative. Our finding oi 
the second part, of the issue is that it has mate 
rially affected the result of the election. 

Issue No. 6 (hir answer is in the negative. 

Israe No. 6—Our answer to the first part o 
the issue IS in ^e negative. The election o 
the respondent, Maulvi Abdul Karim, ought ti 
be declared void and set aside. We also fim 


that a fresh election on the existing nqming^ 
tion cannot be ordered, as it has not been pi^ 
Tided for in the rules and regulations. 

Issue No. 7—As regards costs, having 
regard to the fact that the election has beem, 
frustrated or declared void for rto fault of 
either party and that the Presiding Officer of 
the Pandua uolling centre alone is responsible: 
for the invalidity of the election,-we recom¬ 
mend that each parly will bear his own costs. 

In the result we report that Maulvi AbduL 
Karim, the returned candidate, has not been 
duly elected and that his election is void.. 
Each party will bear his own costs.

No. 41-1.—3r<l October 1939.—The follow¬ 
ing di'uft of rules and schedule of rates of 
tolls, which, in e.\ni-cise of the pow-ers con¬ 
ferred by sections 6 and 11 of the Canals Ai.-t, 
1864 (Bengal Act V of 1864), the (lovernor 
in Council intends to make and fix for the 
khal known as the first side-cut along the 
S«-hillarganj Char Duani Road, joining Nali 
Done in the south and Shapleza khal in the 
north, in the Perojpur subtlivision of the 
Bakarganj district, is hereby published for 
the information of ])ersuns likely to be affected 
thereby. 

TI. The draft will be taken into considera¬ 
tion on or after the 28th November 1929, and 
ainy objections or suggestions received before 
that date will he considered. 

Draft Rules and Schedule of Rates of Tolls. 

1. Every vessel on entering the channel 
and before passing the gate at either end or 
even when entering the ch-annel from a side 
khal between the gates shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of a.scertaining 
the tolls payable; in case of any reasonable 
doubt arising, a vessel may be measured 
again by any person appointed by the District 
Board of Bakarganj on this behalf. 

2. Vessels for the purpose of the deter- 
minalion of maundage shall be divided into 
<wo classes as below: — 

tVo,.,. 7.—To include all vessels of the types 
of country boats, including saltees and 
hapors (fish cages), house boats, kosh 
boats, green boats, etc. 

II .—To include steam boats, motor 
boats, flats and- barges and other 
square built vessels. 

.3. The maundage of every vessel, whether 
laden or empty, shall, for the purpose of Act 
V (B (..) of 1864 and of the.se rules, be deter¬ 
mined l»y the following measuremeuts: — 

ClASS I. 

A. The pi-oduct of one quarter the length 
of the vessel from stem to stem, measured 
along the water line, multiplied by the 
interior greatest bn*adth of the vessel, 
multiplied by the depth from the water-line 
to tile interior bottom of the vessel, is to be 
taken as (‘qual to the number of maunds upon 
which tolls shall be levied- 

B. The measurement of the length is to 
be made in feet, rejecting inches; the measure¬ 
ment t)f bi-eadth and depth is to be made in 
feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any 
remainder of less than a quarter of a foot. 

C. The maundage on which the amount 
of toll is calculated shall be reckoned to the 
nearest integral multiple of 12J maunds, any 
remainiler of less than 12^ maunds being 
rejected. In the case of vessels exceeding 
•560 maunds by measui-ement, the maundage 
shall be reckoned to the nearest integral 
multiple of 50 maunds, rejecting any 
remainder of less than 50 maunds. 
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1). Sallees. —The product of one quarter 
of the inside leiifftli of the vessel, measured 
alonfT the centre line from stem to stern, 
multiplied b.v the interior greatest breadth of 
the vessel, multiplied by the gieatest depth 
measured from the top to the interior bottom 
of the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the 
number of maunds upon which tolls shall be 
levied. 

Ct,ass II. 

h'or vessel of class II the number of 
maunds obtained by %he system of measure¬ 
ment prescribed for vessels of class I shall be 
increased b.v one-half. For vessels of this 
«dass above 5,000 maunds measurement, the 
maundage shall be reckoned to the nearest 
integral multiple of 500 maunds, rc.ieeiing 
any remainder of less than 500 maunds. In 
the ease of steamers and motor Imats the 
maundage determined as above shall be 
reduced b.v one-third ns an allowance for 
engine space. 

For vcs.sels of class II which are furnished 
w'ith reliable way bills, the gross maundage 
of cargo shown by the way bills oi' in the 
case of steamers, the maundage obtained from 
multiplying the registered tonnage of the 
steamer by 27, ma.y, at the option of the 
employer of the vessel or the steamer (as the 
ca.se may be), be taken as the maundage on 
which tolls will be charged. 

4. After the measurement the person in 
charge of the vessel shall be provided with a 
slip showing the maundage to be charged, 
which mu.st be presented at ‘the toll office 
where he will be provided with a ticket, after 
pa.vment of toll, which will permit the ve.ssel 
to puss the gate or proceed thmugh the 
channel. 

5. Every ticket shall have entered on it 
the name of the sarang, manjee or other 
person in charge of the vessel, the date of 
entry, the maundage, the. cargo, (he amount 
of toll charged and the number of da.vs for 
which the ticket remain.s current- 

6. All tolls are payable on demand and 
shall be paid at the toll office before a vessel 
is permitted to proceed. 

7. The ticket must be kept on board the 
vessel and in po.ssession of the i)er'on in 
charge of the vessel and must ))e produced for 
inspection when demanded by the person 
authorised to collect tolls, or b.v an.v oflieer to 
whom such person is subordinate. If on 
demand the ticket is not produced, such 
person or officer shall asse.ss the tollage. If »)n 
demand the ticket is not prodm-ed, such 
person or oflieer shall asse.ss the tollage. as 
j)rovidcil ill rales and 12 and shall require 
pa.vment of toll, and unle.ss and until the loll 
is paid, or tlie original ticket or a duplicate 
is produced as evidence that toll has already 
been jmid, the vessel shall he liable to seizure 
and_ detention under the provisions of 
section 9 of the Act. 

ar. Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the 
DUinuGrs dsti'A cftn l>o satisfflciorily 

established, wiH be grunted by the collector 
of tolls on payment of a fee equal to one 
quarter of the total tollage, subject to a 
minimum fee of one anna per ticket. 


9. .\11 vessels, whether the property of 
Government, District Board, other local bodies 
or of private persons, are liable for tolFexcept 
those specially exempted under these rule^ or 
by a resolution passed by the‘District Board 
of Bakurganj from time to time, 

10. The. canal ina.v be closed once a year 
for cffei'ting the nece.s8ar.v repairs to it on 
seven days’ notice of the intention so to close 
it being given; but in the event of any 
sudden cim*rgency the canal jna.v Im closed _at 
an.v time without prior notice, and no claim 
in such ca.se b.v owners of. vessels or others for 
compcn.sation on ac.count of detention shall be 
entertained.

11. No rafts exceeding .50 feet in length 
and 5 feet in breadth shall be i»crmilted to 
enter the canals.

Id. For boats frequently using the canal 
such as boats carr.ving passengers, grass or 
perishable articles monthly tickets will bo 
i.ssued at 10 times the oidinary toll. 

14. Every vessel which has paid toll shall 
be allowed to remain in the canal for three 
days iiu’lusive of the da.vs of entry into and 
leaving the canal. A .vessel remaining in 
any part of the canal longer than three days 
shall be charged demurrage ecpial to one-half 
of the toll for each day in excess of three 
days. No vessel shall be permitted to remain 
in the i-anal for more than one month. 
I’rovided that this rule shall not apply to 
vessels holding monthly tickets under rule 13 
above, which may remain in the canal for 
more than three days without payment of 
demurrage but not for more than one mouth 
at a time. 

15. No vessel cariying exclusively police 
officers or servant.s, soldiers and officers of the 
British Anny, post mail runners, officers of 
the Irrigation Department on duty officers 
and servants of the toll office for the canal 
referred to in tliesc rules while on duty, or the 
vessels of such other persons os may bo . 
exempted by a resolution of the District Board 
of Bakarganj, shall be liable for toll in the 
canal. 

16. Any matter relating to the mode of 

collection of tolls and other relevant points, 
not provided for in these rules, shall he 
decided by the District Board of Bakarganj at 
a meeting, and shall be subject to the approval 
of the local Govemtnont. *

4. OlHeers of the imliaii Railway Service 
of Engineers, recruited under tlu'se regula¬ 
tions will not he entitled to pension on (|uit- 
ting the service, but will In* eligible through¬ 
out their serviee for the benefits of the State 
Railway Provident Fund, to which they will 
be required to subscribe, and by the rules of 
which J'uiid they will be required to abide. 
They will also he eligible for gratuities for 
good, effieient, faithful and continuous service. 
A .summary of tlin benefits of the State Rail¬ 
way Provident Fund and the (irntuity Rules 
will be found in Ajipendix IT. 

5. Pay will eommeiice from the date of 
joining sei-viee. Service for inerenients will 
also count from the same date. Particulars 
as to pay are contained in’this Appendix. 

6. J^eave Rules apjilieable to State Railway 
officers are under revision. Officers recruited 
under these regulations will, pending the revi¬ 
sion of the rules, he entitled to leave under 
the existing rules, but the revised rules will 
apply to them when they are brought into 
force. 

7. Officers will ordinarily he employed 
throughout their service on the Railway to 
which they may he posted on first appointment 
and will have no claim, as a matter of right, 
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to trauHtor to KOine otlier Railway. Rut the 
Government of India reserve tho rijylit to trans¬ 
fer such officers, in the exigencies of service, 
to any other ^^ailway or project in or out of 
India. Officers will be liable lo serve in the 
Stores Department of tlie State Uuilways if 
and wlien called upon to do so. 

8. The Government of India reserve the 
right of assigning to the 11. K. offic-ers recruit¬ 
ed for the Indian Railway Service of Engineers, 
under the rules laid down by the Secretory of 
State, and to officers promoted from the sub¬ 
ordinate ranks, posjtions in the seniority li.'*! 
at their discretion.

(/;/) The sum standing to the credit of an 
officer, or the balance thereof after 
making any authorised deduction, is 
paid to him on (piilting the service; or 
in the event of his death before retire¬ 
ment, to his legal representatives. 

Gratuities .—Officers of Indian State Rail¬ 
ways are also (digible on retirement, at the dis¬ 
cretion of the Railway Board, for gratuities 
for good, efficient, faithful and continuous

in no respect liinifcd by these regulations). 

1. To be piisscd as fit for an appointment 
as an officer of the Indian Railway Service of 
Engineers, a candidate must be in good mental 
and bodily health and free from any physitml 
defect likely to interfere with the efficient per¬ 
formance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, 
height and chest-gii-th of candidates of Indian 
(including Anglo-Indian) race, it is left to 
the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide 
ill the examination of the candidates. 

Note. —The. bdlowing table of correlation of 
age, heiglit and chest-girth is to be used as a 
guide in the examination of candidates of 
Enrojiean race.

1. Every vessel on entering the channel 
and before passing the gate at either end or 
even when entering the channel fi-om a side 
khal between the gates shall be liable to 
measurement for the purpose of ascertaining 
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the tolls payable; in case of any reasonable 
doiibt iirisin^r, a vessel may be measured 
again Ity any i)Pison appointed by the District 
Board (if Bakarganj on this behalf. 

2. Vessels for the purpose of the deter¬ 
mination of iiiaundngo shall be divided into 
two classes us helow: — 

/. -To include all vessels of the types 
of country boats, including saltees and 
hapors (fish cages), house boats, kosh 
boats, green boats, etc.

.■{. The mawndage of every vessel, whether 
laden or empty, shall, for the purpose of Act 
V (B. C.) of 1864 and of these rules, be deter¬ 
mined by the following measurements: — 

Glass T. 

A. 'I’he product of one quarter the length 
of the vessel from stem to stern, measured 
along the water line, multiplied by the 
ipterior 'greatest breadth of the vessel, 
multiplied by the depth from the water-line 
to tttc interior bottom of the vessel, is.to be 
taken as equal to the number of mounds upon 
which tolls shall be levied- 

B. The measurement of the length is to 
be made in feet, rejecting inches; the measure- 

. meiit of breadth and depth is to "be made in 
feet and quarters of a foot, rejecting any 
remainder of h'ss than a ciuarter of a font. 

C. The inauiidagc on which the amount 
of toll is calculalecl shall bo reckoned to the 
iKuirest integral multiple of IsJ maunds, any 
remainder of h'ss than 124 maunds being 
rejected. Tn the case of vessels exceeding 
500 maunds by measurement, the maundage 
shall bo reckoned to the nearest integml 
multiple of 50 maunds, rejecting any 
remainder of less than 50 mauncs. 

D. Saltees. —The product of one quarter 
of the inside length of the vessel, measured 
along the I'entre line from stem to stern, 
multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of 
the ves.sel, multiplied by the greatest depth 
measured from the top to the interior bottom 
of the vessel, is to be taken as equal to the 
number of maunds upon which tolls shall be 
levied. 

Class IT. 

h'or vessel of class II the number of 
maunds obtained by the system of measure- 
nieut incscribed for ves.sels of class I shall be 
incroa<od by one-half.' For vessels of this 
clus.s above 5,000 maunds measurement, the 
maundage shall be reckoned to the nearest 
integral Timltiido of 500 maunds, rejecting 
any remainder of less than 500 maunds.

For vessels of elnss IT which are furnished 
with, reliable w’ay bills, the gross maundage 
of cargo shown by the way bills or in the 
case of steamers, the maund.age obtained from 
multiplying the registered tonnage of the 
steamer by 27, may, at the option of the 
employer of the vessel or the steamer (as the 
case may be), be taken as the maundage oh 
which tolls will be charged. 


4. After the measurement the person in 
charge of the vessel shall be provided with a 
slip showing the maundage to he charged, 
which must bo presented at’ the toll office 
where he will be provided with a ticket, after 
pa.vunent of toll, which will permit the vessel 
to pass the gate or proceed through the 
channel. 

5. Every ticket shall have entered on it 
the name of the sarang, inanjee or other 
peison in charge of the.vessel, the date of 
entry, the maundage, the cargo, the amount 
of toll charged and the nbmber of days for 
which the ticket remains curient- 

6. All tolls are payable on demand and 
shall be paid at the toll office before a vessel 
is permitted to proceed. 

7. The ticket must be kept on board the 
vessel and in possessiort of the person in 
charge of the vessel and must be produced for 
inspection when demanded by the person 
authorised to collect tolls, or by any officer to 
whom such person is subordinate. Tf on 
demand the ticket i.s not produced, sueh 
person or officer shall assess the tnllage. If on « 
demand the ticket is not produced, such 
person or officer shall assess the tcdlage as 
provided in rules .‘1 and 12 and shall require 
payment of toll, and unless and until the toll 
is paid, or the original ticket or a duplicate 
i.s produced as evidence that toll has already 
been paid, the vessel shall be liable to seizure 
and detention under the provisions of 
section 9 of the Act. 


8. Duplicates of lost tickets, of which the 
ininibers and dates can be satisfactorily 
e.stablished, will be granted by the collector 
of tolls on payment of a fee equal to one 
quarter of the total tollage, subject to a 
minimum fee of one anna per ticket. 


9. All vessels, whether the propeiiy of 
Government, District Board, other local bodies 
or of private persons, are liable for toll except 
those specially exempted under these, rules or 
by a resolution passed by the District Board 
of Bakarganj from time to time. 

10. The canal may be closed once a year 
for effecting the necessary repairs to it on 
seven days’ notice of the intention so to close 
it being given; but in the event of any 
sudden eme^ency the canal may be closed at 
any time without prior notice, and no claim 
in such case by owners of vessels or others for 
compensation on account of detention shall bo 
entertained. 

11. No rafts exceeding 50 feet in length 
and 5 feet in breadth shall be permitted to 
enter the canals.

Fast <‘\i)erience, obtained either from the 
records of the scheme under investigation or 
from those of analogous schemes, provides the 
only reliable guide to the operation of elements 
(a) to {,</), and it follows that if uny siguiheant 
changes are, taking place in the experience— 
a.s, tor e\ampb>, if mortality rates are falling, 
with a cousequeiit gradual increase in the 
duration of life-- it becomes necessary to revise 
the valuation basis Irom time to time in order 
to give ellect to the new conditions. 

iJ. All exhanstiye investigation waa made 
into tlu* jiast experience of the scheme by the 
late Sirtr, 1 *. Ilardy, k.c.b., in connection 


with the valuation as at 31st March 1911, and 
the scheme being then relatively immature, 
the facts so obtained were supplemented by 
coiTesponding data drawn from the operations 
of the older Fensioii Funds connected with the 
liulinn seiwices. On the ninterinl thus collect¬ 
ed a new valuation basis wus constructed, and 
with comparatively minor iiiodificaiionB this 
basis has subsequently been retained save in 
one particular. The exception is that of the 
assumptions made us to fnlure retirements. 
The 1911 basis incoriiorqled the assumption 
that, on average, retirement would take place 
at the age of bO, but the experience of the 
years 1918-23, showed that a large number of 
the .subscribers continued to serve for varying 
fieriods after that age was jiassed, with the 
result that a eonsiderable'ainount of contribu¬ 
tions wus received in excess of the previous 
exjMictution. For the yaluation of 1923 the ' 
basis was accordingly altered to give effect to 
this feature. 'The change was, liowevcr, tenta¬ 
tive and limited, some uncertainty being felt 
a.s to wlietlier the observed prolongation of ser¬ 
vice wus partially due to conditions set up by 
the Great AVar, and consequently as to the 
extent to which it woulil be rep<‘ated in the> 
exjKu ieuce of the fill me. Reference may nl.so 
be made to one otlier feature of the experience 
in the years 1918-23, namely, the mortality 
rales among subscribers, active and retired. 
It was pointed out in the last Report tlinl in 
this period the deaths had been about 80 per 
cent, of the expectation, but it was explained 
that in the previous qnini|uenniuni the ex¬ 
perience bad run in the contrary direction, 
and it was tliouglit inadvi.snble, tlierefore, hi 
as.siuuc that the prolongation of life.shown by 
the most recent expcritiice had become a per¬ 
manent feature.

The figures hist piveu ilo not iiK'lude tlic re¬ 
tirements niuii'r till* llegiihilions iis lo Prema¬ 
ture Ilctireinent on Proportionate Pension.

T). It will he seen from this statement tlial 
the decline in the mortality rate of snhscrihers 
whicli was noted in connection with the last 
valuation has continued and has indeed been 
accentuated. It ajijicars now lo be establish¬ 
ed Unit the personnel of the Indian Civil 
Sen’ice shares to tlie full in the prolongation 
of life which characterises llritish vital sta¬ 
tistics, botli national and sectional, at the 
present time. 'I’lie experience in respect of 
wives of snhscribeis sliows the same general 
feature, as does also that in resjiect of sous and 
daughters. Tlie experience in regard to 
widows is at present very liniilod, and the fact 
that among this class tlie deaths have been 
equal to tlie expiM*(alion is probably not signi¬ 
ficant. Taking all women over the age of 2(1 
as n single class, tlie actual number of deaths 
was 24 against .an “ expectation ” of 41. 

On these facts it is evident that a general 
revision of the vuluation basis in resjiect of the 
element of mojtnlity should not be further 
jiostjioned. New rates have accordingly been 
constructed, llicse being equivalent to 70-7.*> 
j>ei‘ cent, of the pro-lfill rates up to age (10, 
thereafter moving By regular progression to¬ 
wards the rates of the (loverniiient Anniii- 
tunts Experience, 1.000-20, Male and Female, 
respectively, into wliicli they are assumed to 
fall at about the age of 75. 

■■ 6. It should be said of the rates thus adopt¬ 
ed that they do not fully express the fall in 
mortality which has taken place in the five 
years 1923-28. The number of lives “at 
risk ” has been relatively small, and to some 
extent the experieni'e of (hi.* quinquennium 
may have been uhnornial. It has been deemed 
advisable in the cireunistanees to use nimtality 
rates which approximate to the experience of 
the 10 years 1918-28. 

Another point should be mentioned in this 
connection. It will be seen from tlie sum¬ 
mary given in paragraph 4 that the difference 
between the “ expected ” and nclmil deaths 
has been much more pronounced among tlio 
married subscribers than among the un¬ 
married. Observations in other ilirections 
support the btdief that the rate of nioidality 
for a common age is leSs among man-ied than 
among unmarried ’ men, but the extent 
of the divergence is, normally, much 


■less than the difference in the present case 
would suggest, and it is considered that to 
.some extent the latter is an accidental attri¬ 
bute of paucity of numbeiN. As in previous 
vuluaiioas, it has been deemed advisable, 
therefore, to assume that married and nii- 
iiiarried subsci ibi'i s will be subject lo the same 
mortality rates. 

7. The figures given as to “ expei led ” and 
actual marriages suggest that the jirevious 
t>a.sis remains valid. These figuies are, how¬ 
ever, totals oaly, and analysis with reference 
to age indicates that an increased “ rate of 
marriage ” among subsc-ribers of the ages 
39-45 should be adopted. No material altera¬ 
tion of the previous basis in respect of the 
marriage of widows and daughters lias lieen 
found necessary. 

8 . The nuniher of births, both of sons and 
dauglitei-s, has been below that anlicipated. 
and new ‘‘ issue rates ” have accordingly been 
prepared, on the experience of the 10 years 
1918-2IS. It will be observed from the Siini- 
iiiiiry tlial the births of .sons continue to be 
slightly in excess of (lie births of (laughters. 
This is a general feature of vital statistics, 
but it is not of sullicient Imjiortaiice lo be 
iwogni-seil in tlio valuation, and following the 
conise adopted on the last occa.-ion the pro¬ 
babilities of the bir(h of a son or daughter 
have been assumed to he equal. 

9. Till* sigiiiticance of tlie element of retire- 
inent from active service, so far as the .scheme 
i.s concerned, ari.ses from the fact that in tin's 
event the subscriber ceases to conlribnle. 
riieiv is a striking dill'erence between the ex- 
perienee, in regard to retirements, of the (wo 
last (I'liiKiucnnial periods. The numbers of 
subserihers reni^ainiiig in service to the liigiiei 
ages is rapidly increasing, and to this i.s niain- 
l.v due tlie fuel that the average age at reliio- 
nient has increased from 49 7 yeais in the 
period 1918-2.3 to .a-lfi years in the latest 
jieriod. The change has had an important 
effect on the finance of the scheme during the 
last live years, and the result of a continuance 
of the , resent experience must he .still mote 
pronoiiiieed. 'I’he position may coirveniently 
be exjilnined by reference, separrdely, to the 
relirenieiils on grounds of health and to those 
attribntalile to length of .service, lletireiuenl 
on the first of these grounds (which may nor¬ 
mally be taken to include all cases arising 
under (he age of 481 is not an element of great 
weiglit. but it is remarkable that only three 
siicli retirpinenls were recorded against an “ex¬ 
pectation,'’ bn.se(l on the actual experience of 
the. years 1918-23. of 26. It must be assumed 
(hat (lie Premature Retiremeiit Rules have 
had a marked influence on the number of ca.ses 
III which the officer s rtate of health is advanc¬ 
ed as the rea.soti for his retirement. It would 
appear unreasonable to assume that suoh an 
abnoniial experieuee as that of the last five 
years \vould continue, whatever tlie eiiiise to 
wdiich it may he attributable, and in respect 
lliorefore of the contingency of reltreijjen* 
thnmgli ill-health the previous basis has been 
retained. 

As regards retirenieuts on the ground of 
length of service, say, from age 48 iijiwards, 
it Wr’as seen in connection with the last- valua¬ 
tion that the assumption previously made, that 
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on uvernfre all contriljutors would retire at the 
apre of oO, would not continue to be Tulid, and 
certain '■ rates ot relireinent,” cautiously esti¬ 
mated in file ClI'cuinstances explained in the 
reixirt, were adojiied and incorporated in.the 
valuation basis. I'lie latest experience shows 
that the raiipe of apres at which tlie.se relire- 
nients take place is .steadily widening:, and that 
the rates jirevioiisly adopted have not been 
reacliecl. it appears to follow Ironi the.se 
tacts that a fiirthei advance in the 
ot the coiitrihiilions likely, to be received from 
suhscrihers who have earned the ri;?ht to letire 
from service iiiav froperl.v be assumed. The 
rales of retiremenl assumed in the la.st valua¬ 
tion have accordiiip:l.v been redxiced at ages 
48 -08, on the basis of the experience of the last 
five years, a suitable margin against contin¬ 
gencies being, however, retained. All officei-s 
remaining so long in service have been assum¬ 
ed to retire at the age of o9. 

.10. An abstract ot the rates ot niortalit.v, 
etc., entering into the new valuation basis is 
given in Schedule A appended. 

11. The rate of interest assumed in the 
valuation is, as before, 4 per cent, per annum. 
'I'he rale actuall.v credited in each of the five 
.years terminating on the valuation dale was 
bi per cent., but it is understood that thi.s rate 
has now been reduced to 5 per cent. 

Tlie valuation assumption is tliat of a per¬ 
manent rate extending over the wliolo jieriod 
to elapse until tlie death of the last survivor 
of the beneficiaries under the an delta kings ot 
the scheme to present coiitrihulnis. It is 
jiossihic that tin's jicriod may cover a century, 
and it is essential thciefore That a caufious 
assiiniption should continue to be made in ms- 
pect of this element. 

12. A statement .showing the nninhers of 
suhscrihers (active and retired) and of incum- 
hent and contingent beiiotieiarics on 1st April 
I92'{, and of the siih.icquent changes up to .Tl.«.t 
March 1928, is given in Schedule U apjiended.

Jjlst Marcli l!fj.'< >,liows that the receipts from 
coiilnhiitiou.s and donations amounted to 
.£4«iO,7G(). Ill |1|(. previous quiuquenuiul 
period the corresponding receipts reached the 
sum of >£459,781), Annuities paid from the 


Fund amounted^ in the last five years to 
.£;121,578, the corresponding item in the pre¬ 
vious period being £188,315. This •consider¬ 
able increase in the charges on the Fund is 
muiul.v due to the increa.se in pensions which 
fiKik effect on Isf Jnnnaiy 1925, hut a furthei 
|M)i-tion of it is attrihutublc to the continuou.s 
gmwtli in the number of incumbent beneficia¬ 
ries. 'I'he balance at the credil of the scheme 
on .31st March 1928 was £3,285,163. In addi- 
tion (o this sum I estimate that there was due 
fi-om file (loveriiinent at tjiat diile under the 
l*i-ematiire Retirement Rules the sum of 
.£14,990. 1 have included'this anumut ns an 

a.s.sot of the Fund in the valuation, 

14. The pensions for which the Fflnd is 
no.w responsible arc the original pen.Mons pay¬ 
able from the fund with (u) a perinaneut 
addition of 20 per cent, of the full pension.s 
(inclusive of the portion paid l)y Ixovernmeutj, 
and (5) a temporurv addition, to 31st Decem¬ 
ber 1929, of a further 30 per cent, of the full 
pensions. These benefits are modified in the 
I'u-se of members who have elected to take citlier 
Option A or 11 on retirement from the service 
under the Premature llelirement Rules. 

15. 'I’lie 1 outrihutions now pa.vuble are the 
original rates in the case of entrants between 
Ist Ajiril 1910 and 31st July 1925, later en¬ 
trants jiaying an increase of 124 P‘’<’ I'ent. 
Entrants between 1st Ajiiil 1908 and 3l8t 
March 1910 receive an uhatement of 6| per 
cent, on the original rates, and entrants before 
ls( April 1908 an abatement ot 124 P®r cent. 
'I'liese adjn.stments, which in the valuation are 
taken as permanent, do not affect the “ dona¬ 
tions,” which are all payable at the original 
rates. 

If). 'Phe result of the valuation, as shown 
by the Valuation Balance Sheet (Schedule C 
anne.\ed), is a surplus of assets over liahilitie.s 
of 0098,995. Since piacticall.y all the sur¬ 
plus brought out by the last vuluntiun was 
appropriated to increase of benefits and le- 
duction of contributions, the whole cf the 
present .surplus is due to two faetois, (if the 
l)rofits oil the working of the scheme during 
the five years ending on the valuation date, 
and (ii) the reiluction in the reserves resulting 
from the changes made in the basis of 
valuation! 

The largest item under (i) is represented by 
interest received in excess of the C(|uivalent of 
4 per cent, per annum. 'I’hc .surplus atlrihut- 
able to this factor is £240,000. I'lie low death 
rate which ha.s prevailed uinoiig subscribers, 
and especiallj' among married subscribers, 
accounts (after allowing for the financial strain- 
attributable to low mortality among wives) for 
a further sum approaching £200,000, and con¬ 
tribution receipts in excess ot the *' expecta¬ 
tion,” attributable to the low retirement rate 
which has prevailed among tlie older sub- 
scribei-s, repre.sents nearly £90,000. 'I’o these 
amounts sundry small items have to be added, 
bringing up the profits on the working of the 
last five years to about £560,000. The balance 
of the surplus, substantially £150,000, is attri¬ 
butable to the factor fii) mentioned above— 
the reduction in the net liahilily ol the Fund 
arising from the changes made in the valua¬ 
tion basis. 
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17. It is evident from the result shown by 
the valuation that the J’und is in a position to 
permit of further ndvnnrement upon the lines 
adopted aftei- l.lie last valuation in j-espect of 
the stabilisatum of pension iiicivases and of 
reduction of (K)ntributions. As i-e^rards the 
former, I recommend tlrtit the stabilised part 
of the present, addition of 50 per cent, to the 
full basic pension ])e increased from 20 per 
cent, to 3.3J per cent., and tliat the balance of 
16§ per cent, he continued on a temporary 
basis for a further five years endintr on .31st 
December 1934. The value of these extenNions 
is £407,000. 

18. In ref^ard to the balance of the surplus, 
which,* in ac.coi-dance with precedent, would 
be applied to a further reduction of the sub¬ 
scriptions, T think it necessary, in tin; interest 
of equit.v as between .the members, to place 
before you for consideration the fart tliat the 
increasinjf ape of the schcrrie is m)w hrinpinp 
into prominence a feature which can hardly 
have been anticipated when, as a result of the 
valuation made as at .3lst Mai-ch 1911, suh- 
scrihers wore I’elievc'd of the payment of sub- 

ascriptions jvft(!r retirement. On the lelntively 
few facts then avail.nble as to membership at 
the hiplier .apes there was evidently no reason 
to suppose that, in peneral, ivtirciiieiit would 
he deferred much he.voml the coiii])1etion <»f 
the normal term of service. In such cir- 
cuin.stances, tlie continuation of subscriptions 
for perhaps a year or two in the case of the 
few subscribers who mipht not retire at the 
curliest opportunity would not 1)0 reparded as 
a serious inequity and would he suhstantiall.v 
balanced by the concession to all subscribers 
of the ripht to terminate their jiaymmits in the 
eventualit.v of premature retirement from 
service throuph breakdown in liealth. Pre¬ 
sumably this was the A'iew taken when the 
cessation of conti i but ions on retirement w'as 
recommended. In its actual oper.ition the 
element of retirement is workiiip otherwise. 
In parapi'aph 9 above reference is made to the 
wide ranpe in the apes of those now retirinp 
on the pTOund of lenplh of service, and as a 
(corollary to this, to the substantial number of 
subscribers who have remained in the service 
for prolonped period.s when (lualified to retire. 
Since the continuance of contributions by such 
subscrihers does not cairy tlie ripht to any in¬ 
crease in the benefits to which their depen- 
dunls are entitled, this class of subscribers i.s 
placed at a distinct disndvantape in compari¬ 
son with their colleapues who elect to retire 
when entitled to do so, or very soon there¬ 
after. This inequality would be removed if 
the payment of subscriptions were limited to 
25 .years from entry into service, <'omhined. of 
coui-se, with the exlstinp pi’ovision that sub¬ 
scriptions .should cease on earlier retirement on 
account of ill-heultli. The cost of an altera¬ 
tion of the Rules to this effect, if apyilie*! 
immediatel.y In all present subscribers, would, 
however, he so considerahle its to require the 
postponement of any further reduction of the 
rates of subscription. Such a result would 
evidently create new inequalities, and havinp 
regard to the prosipect that surplus will (!on- 
tinue to accrue in substantial amount, it is 
thought sufficient to provide on the present 
occasion for the cessation of the subscriptions. 


on completion of 26 years’ service, of those 
subscribers wlio were in Class 1 on 31st Mui-ch 
1928. 

19, I recommend a further and permanent 
i-educiion, at the i-utes set out in purapru])!'. 20, 
in the suhscriptimis of members of the fund on 
the valuation date. Subject to the recommen¬ 
dation in the sul)M‘quent paragrai)h, the rafes 
of suKycription payable by new entrants should 
mnain on the existing scale, being the 
original rates with an addition of 12J per cent. 

20 . 'rhe above recommendation as to the 
discontinuance of contributions in certain ca.ses 
durtng serv'ice raises a somewhat difficult ques¬ 
tion as to the donations payalde by subscribers 
who subsequently marry. Since 1914 retired 
members have been freed from subscriptions 
and on subsequcuit marrinpe have been granted 
the option (subject to the pi-oducliou of evi¬ 
dence of good hciilth) to secure pensions foi 
their wives b.y the payment of donations on 
a higher scale tlmn is applied to subscribeis 
who marry during service. A corresponding 
option is grunted in respect of children of such 
marriupGs; the donations pa.vablc in tliis’ event 
are very substantial and contrast shurpl.y witli 
the maximum amouiitf, which can be paid in 
subscriptions in respect of i-bildren by officers 
who piarry during seivice hut <'omparulively 
late in life, sav after the ape of 40, and the 
number of whom is not insipuificaut. 
It is not surprising in the circumstances 
that the option to insure the cliildren 
of marriages whicli have taken place 
after the retirement of the subscriber would 
appear to have been infrequentl.v exercised. 
The valuation foil contains the names of Iti 
such subscribers, but donatious have been paid 
since 1914 in respect of eight children only. 
Tlie charge evidently tends to be prohibitive, 
aud to this extent, although the cases affected 
are relativel.v few. the scheme fails to afford 
the pi-otection to the dependant-s of subscribers 
which it was designed to give. I am 'led. 
therefore, to recommend th.it the payment of 
special donations for cliildren should he dis¬ 
continued and that the con tinge iic.v of claims 
in resp»H,t of children he treated as covered by 
the. donations paid on marriage. It would 
follow, presuniuhly, lhai the ehildien’s dona¬ 
tions already paid would be returned, subject 
to the adjustment recommended in the next 
paragraph, and that all children horn to exi.st- 
ing retired Biihseriher,-i who have paid the 
marriage donation should be admitted to bene¬ 
fit (subject to the same adjustment) whether 
or not the birth of such children has been 
reported and the relevant donations paid. 

obviously neeessary to continue to 
discnminate between the mairiage donation 
payable by a suliacribing momlier, whose sub¬ 
scription will be rai.sed to the married rate, and 
that payable by a member, whether active or 
retired, who Iim censed to subscribe and from 
whom no additional monthly contributions can 
he obtained ^after his mavriuge. I am not, 
however, satisfied that the application to the 
latter class of the present Seventh Sched’ile* to 
the Rules would sufficient!.v meet the needs 
of the case on the donations chargeable in res¬ 
pect of children being abolished, .and after due 
consideration of the relevant poinls I make the 
farther recommendation that the Seventh 
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Schedule be ubroffuled, and in lieu thereof the 
donutioii puyuble- on marriage after contribu¬ 
tions have ceased should be the sums preserib- 
e<i for the appropriate age in the Third and 
Eourili Schemiles with an addition of £200. 
'I’he etfeci in Ihe case of such a subscriber 
marrying al, say, the age of 50 would be to 
increase I lie marriage donation by £S0, while 
ndeasiiig him from all liability for donations 
on the liirth of children of the, imiiriage. As 
regard,; existing membera who have married 
alter retirement and have paid mairiage dtma- 
tioiis and c.hil<lren’s donations, the suggested 
refund in respect of the latter payments should 
he so computed al to pioduce t(> the Fund the 
same result ns it this arrangement had been 
in force at the time when the marriage was 
contracted. Similarly in cases where the 
marriage donation was paid but biilhs of chil¬ 
dren were not reported, the admission to bene¬ 
fit right of any children of the mariiage should 
be made conditional upon Oie payiiient by the 
member of any further sum lecjuired to bring 
up the marriag(' donation ])aid to t'2(U) in ex¬ 
cess of the corresponding donation in the Third 
Schedule. 

22. I am of opinion that members who 
have ceased to contribute by reason of having 
seiwod 25 years Iml are still in service, should 
be required to pay the donations on the new 
basis, and not be granted the option applicable 
to i-etired subscribei’s. It would be sufficient 
if the initial payment in respect of the addi¬ 
tional donation of £2(M) were liiuileti in these 
cases to the contrihutions remitted since com¬ 
pletion of 25 years' ser\ ice (should the .sum of 
these bo less than £200), tlie balance being 
made up by the tcmiiorary rAumption of suh- 
8 orii»tions, payable at the married rate. 

23. There remains for eonsideration the 
case jf the member who marries shortly before 
attaining 25 years ni service. If it should be 
found pos.sible to continue the sy.'-tein, which 
it i.s suggested should be iunugurnted, of 
releasing subscribers from further contribu¬ 
tions after coiupleliiig 25 years, the suhscriber 
in this case, who would have paid donations 
on the basis of the Third Schedule, might be 
at a marked advantage in compaiison with a 
member whose nmrriage took place shortly 
after attaining this period of service. To 
avoid this iue<[uality 1 recommeud a provision 
whereby the release fr«)m contributions shotibl 
lie conditional upon the subscriber making up 
to .£200 the extra contrihutions which his 
inaniage had attracted—that is to say, the 
sum of the difference between the contribu¬ 
tions at the married and uninairied rates plus 
any coiilribulions' paid in respect of children 
of the maiTiage. It would he sufficient if any 
balance due from him under this arrange¬ 
ment were payable by way of continuani.'e of 
his siiliseriptions until the amount had been 
madenp. I fio not think it necessary to bring 
&e element of interest into tliis adjustment or 
into that suggested in the previous pai'agrnph. 

24. It is impossible to place an exact value

sion, subject to adequate evidence as to the 
facts, is one which I think the k’und might 
properly as.sume. Somewhat similar arrange- 
monts (in one case on a contrilmtory basis) 
are in force in the. older Funds, and on the 
data drawn from these'sources I estimate that 
the value of the liability would be in (lie region 
of £U).()t)0. 

2(5. The following statement contains the 
coTiijilete series of the measures which I submit 
for consideration. It will be seen that Ihesn 
absorb practicall.\ tlie ivli'ile of the surplus^ 
but in view of tlie sulistantial dilferenre be¬ 
tween the present interest iecei])ts iiiid those 
required by tin* valuation basis, anil of the 
iither margins to which 1 linvc refciu-ed in 
earlier paragraphs, I am inU disposed to regard 
this fact as cieating any obstacle (o the ailop- 
tion of tile proposals. The estimates of cost 
assume that the scheme will come into opera¬ 
tion on 1st .Tanuary 1930.

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27. I have been impi'eaBed, in the course of 
tiiy investigation, by the desirability of recon¬ 
sidering the rates ef subscription and the dona¬ 
tions ill respect of futm-e entrants into the 
Servi(;e. 'J’ha subject is one of gi’eat caiui- 
plexity, and in view of tho present sufficiency 
of the subscriiitions and donations (taken ns 
an uggi'cgate. for all entrants) an immediate 
decision in regard to it is not essential. But 
there is little doubt that however suitable the 
present lutes may have been to the circum¬ 
stances existing when the scheme was estati- 
lished, the gradual changes in mortality an«t 
other directions, combined with the abolition 
of suliscriptions on retirement, have set up 
conditions whicli call for their review, a 
liecesiyty which will be emphasised if the 
suggestion made above as to the termination 
of subscriptions after 25 years should be 
accepted, and the like concession be incorjiorat- 
ed in measures to be'adopted for the distri¬ 
bution of surplus which may n<!crue in the 


future. I recommend, th«refore, that instruc¬ 
tions be given for the actuarial examination 
of this (question. It should be understood that 
this recommendation applies only to the pay¬ 
ments of entrants into the Service aft{?r a date 
to be fixed when new rates have been formulat¬ 
ed. As .1 have said, the present payments 
taken in the aggregate are sufficient for in¬ 
coming members, but they are no more than 
sufficient, and it would be financially impos¬ 
sible to grunt any option to subscribers on the 
books when the new conditions came into fonre 
which would have the effect of diminishing the 
income of the Fund.

This Bill is designed to bring together a . 
numbei- of minor ameiidinoiits relating mostly 
to points of machinery and administration and 
not designed to affect the incidence of taxation 
excej)t by granting relief in two cases of hard¬ 
ship, neither of which is of major importance 
in practice (.lee clauses 2 and 10). Detailed 
explanations are as set forth below: — 

CJdiifp 2 .—This remedies a defect in the 
Act and expressly provides for the relief fmin 
■donbli* taxation of a member of an assix-ia- 
tion of individuals other than a tirni or com¬ 
pany or Hindu undivided family.

Final Forecast of the Jute Crop of Bihar and Orissa, 1929. 

(NOTE.—On an avaraga af tha ftva yaara anding my*2g. tha araa undar |uta, to ortiioh tha Bihar 
and Oriaaa foraoaat ralataa, rapraaanta about s-o par cant, of tha total araa undar iuta in 
British Indja.] 

Acreage. —'I'he final district returns of the seven jute-growing districts 
of the province show an area under jute of 11)5,7iM) acres. But these esti¬ 
mates have jiroved to bt; very much low, and 1 have no reason to alter the 
estimate inatle in the preliminary forecast, viz.. 2:11,40U acres. Last year’s 
estimate of the area under the crop was 247,000 acres. 

Weather conditions. —In March light showers fell in the jute districts. 
The fall was normal in Bhagalpur and above the normal in Champaran, 
the Santal Parganas and Balascire and below the normal in the remaining 
threft jute districts. In April the rainfall was below the normal in Purnea, 
Cuttack ami als<> in Champaran and Balasore, but alswe the normal in the 
remaining three jute districts. In May the rainfall was lielow the normal 
everywhere, except in (Champaran ami the Santal Parganas, where it was 
above the normal. In .June rain fell in all the jute districts; the fall was 
above the normal in (Miamparan ami Muzatt’arpur and lielow the normal in 
other districts. In .Inly tne rainfall was above the normal in Bhagalpur, 
Cuttack and Balasore, but below the normal in Purnea. Champaran, 
Muzaffarpiir and the Santal Parganas. In August the rainfall was heavy 
in Cuttack and Balasore ami below the normal in Purnea and other remain¬ 
ing four districts. The weather conditions are reported to have, not been 
favourable in the most important jute district of Purnea and fair in the 
remaining districts. Some damage was. however, ilone to the crop by high 
Hoods in parts of Cuttack. 

Outturn. —In the important jute <li.stricts of Purnea and Cuttack, the 
outturn of the crop has lx*en estimated at 70 and 90 })er cent, of the normal 
respectively. Champaran rej)orts a normal ciop, i.e., 100 per cent. 
Muzaffarpiir. Bhagalpur. the Santal Parganas and Balasore report 75, 82, 
74 and 80 per cent, respectively. 

On the basis of Mie area and percentage outturn rej)orted by the 
District Officers, the average condition of this year’s crop for the province, 
weighted for area, comes to 73 per cent, against 72 per cent, last year. 
Recent emiuiries about the normal outturn ])er acre show that the normal 
outturn per acre is :i;\ bales as comiiared to 3^ bales per acre, the figure 
adopted Jast year, and on this basis the gross outturn on 231,400 acres 
esiiinated to lie under jute in this province comes to 563,100 bales. This 
estimate is, however, raised to 675,000 bales. Last year’s estimate of the 
crop was 693,000 bales.

4-7 per cent, of the total area under lute in British India.! 


Season. —'I'he season was jjjonerally exfoplionally nnsatisfaetnry on 
accouTit of heavy rains and hi«;h Hoods. 'I'lie oeeasional heavy rainfall 
during the enltivation and growth <tf the erop hampered and delayed sowing 
great!)’, rendered weeding dillieult and .-dVeeted the eondition of the (irop 
to a eonsiderahle extent. I'loods Inive l)een reported to have damaged the 
crop in all distriets, especially in the Snriua Valley and the l6w-lying pans 
of the Nowgong di.strict. On the whole, the prosjiects of the erop are very 
bad this year. 

Area. —As estimated by the l)epnt\ Commissioners, the area, nnder jnte 
is 138,.500 acres against the hist year\s'actual of 105,100 acres and this year's 
preliminary foreiast area of 185,000 acres. The decrease in area as com¬ 
pared with last year is due to the nnfavourable w’eather as stated above, and 
th.at as compared with the preliminary forecast is dne to revision of figures 
in almo.st all di.stricts. 


Outturn. —'I'he <»nttnrn has been estimated to he 05 per cent, of the 
normal per acre against !)1 p»’r cent, of last year. Taking 3-5 bales «if 400 
lbs. of jute fibre as the normal yiehl per acre, the t»>tal produce of the crop 
in this province this year comes to 312,700 hales against 024,200 bales 
(revised) of la.st year, or a decrease of ,50 per cent.

(I) “ Isopropyl Alcohol ” was 
declared to lie an intoxicating drug for 
the purpose of the Bengal Excise Act, 
1909, to prevent its misuse (vide Noti¬ 
fication No. 68 T.A.T., dated the 30th 
April 1928). 


(3) Thanas ll.abra and Amdanga of 
the Baraset subdivision of the 24-Parga- 
nas distri(;t were included in the area 
in which the tree-tax system of tari is 


in force. (Vide Notifications No. 3816 
Ex., dated the 27th July 1928’and 
No. 3966 Ex., dated the 24th August 

1928) . 

(4) Some excise ofiicers of the Bakar 
ganj district were empowered to exer¬ 
cise powers under section 14 of the 
Opium Act, 1878 (I of 1878), in thanas 
Lakshimpur. Noakhali, Hatiya and 
Ramgati of the district of Noakhali to 
prevent smuggling of opium through 
these thanas to Chittagong and Burma. 
(Vide Notification No. 1585 Ex., dated 
the 19th March 1929.) 

(5) For adecpiate and effective control 
over the manufacture and sale of bnkhar. 
which is a kind of fermenting agent

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5. Temperance movements.~TeTn- 

perance organisations in Calcutta, 
specially the Calcutta Tenmer 
ance Federation, continued their 
activitiem as before. There was rn» 
serious attempt anywhere else to tackle 
the question. There is a temperance 
association in Dacca and the Christian 
missions in Darjeeling have also tried 
to further l^e cause of temperance. 
Preachers of iTiudu missions which have 
sprung up recently in Bengal have inatle 
desultory attempts in Mymensingh and 
Dinajpur in tl>eir endeavours to convert 
niemlM^rs of the alniriginal tribes in thes<' 
districts to wean them off from tlieir 
intemperate habits. All these move¬ 
ments, however, wei’e more or less spora¬ 
dic in their cliaracter and have resultetl 
in no permanent improvement. 

It is interesting to note that there was 
an organi.sed attempt on the part of the 
Santals in Midnapore to Uwcott pach 
wai shops. It was not so imu'h a tem¬ 
perance campaign as an attempt to turn 
out the sar/ vendors of these shops. It 
subsided when the shoj)s were settled 
with Santnls. In the ineantiuTe, how¬ 
ever. it had s|)read over to the neigh¬ 
bouring district of Hankura and a.ssum 
ed a more dangerous character. The 
Santals here began distilling and brew¬ 
ing liquor in fields or jungles close to 
their huts and wanted to as.sort that 
they hud a right to manufacture liquor 
themselves without payment of any dtity 
to Government. An Inspei tor with a 
,special staff of petty officers and peons 
had to be depute*! to Rinkura to stoj) 
these illicit prat:tices. These mea.sur<*s 
were successful in bringing the Santals 
to their senses and the movement died 
a natural death by the eml of the year. 

6. Excise Licensing Boards. —'I'bc 

Calcutta Liccnsinff finanl held no meet¬ 
ings during the year under report. 

This Board, constituted unfler Govern¬ 

ment Resolution No. 0217 Kx., dated the 
25th November 1927, was dis,solved by 
Government Resolution No. 031 T.A.I., 
dated the 19th Gctolx'r 1928, publi.shetl 
on page 1379 of the Suf)f>frmrnt to the 
Calcutta Gazette of the 1st November 
1928. Under the orders of Governmenr.

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all the leading Europeans and Anglo- 
Indian rfsidenta of the town for whose 
qjinvenience the licenses were proposed 
to be issued? These two bar licenses 
were, therefore, granted provisionally 
for three months and the members of the 
lloard were invited to report on the 
Working of the licenses. 

The Moliissil Licensina Boards have 
Imjcii generally alive to tneir resp^'iisibi- 
lities and have taken groat interest in 
the question of sites and of alwlition of 
shrtps. 

* 7. Excise Advisory Committees.-— 

In areas other than those mentioned in 
jmragraph 6 alswe, the local Excise 
.Xdvisory Committees advised the 
Collectors as regards the number and 
location of excise and opium shops. All 
their recommendations were carefully 
considered and most of them were 
accepted. 

In accordance with their recommenda¬ 
tions, 1 bhang. 1 opium, 1 tari, 2 
(ountrv spirit and 10 pachwai .shoj)s 
wtM’c alx>lished, the sites of 1 foreign 
li(|uor, 3 opium, 5 pachwai, 7 tari, 9 
gan ja and 18 country spirit shops were 
( hanged and 1 pachwai, 1 tari.

3 country .spirit .and 6 opium 
shops were newly opened, with effect 
from the 1st April 1929.

'Pile largest increase of revenue 
(Rs. 2,72,691) (X’curred under “ Total 
receipts from hemp drugs.” “ Eicen.se 
ftvs for sale of distillery .spirits ” came 
next with an increase of Rs. 1.84.894

The 
largest dc'creasc (Rs. 1.49,255) iHCurrcd 
under the head " Duty (UJ distillery 
spirits ” followed by a decrease of

14. System of supply and sale.— 

There were no changes in the system of 
supply and sale. 

15. Retail licenses. —The number of 
licenses for the sale of country spirit 
was 927 again.st 931 in 1927-28, "showing 
a decrease of 4 licenses. 

16. Consumption. —The 'total con¬ 
sumption of country spirit in the I’resi- 
dency uTuounted to 583,804 T.ir)ndon 
proof gallotis as compared with 591.935 
l..ondon proof gallons in the preceding 
year showing a decrease of 8,131 liOndon 
proof gallons. Consumption increased 
in 13 districts and decreased in 14 
districts. The deiTcase in the districts 
of Murshidabad (1,431 London proof 
gallons or 15-7 j)er cent.), Je.ssore (646 
TiOndon proof gallons or 14 03 per cent.). 
Birbhutn (614 London proof gallons »)r 
13-6 per cent.), Burdwan (4,082 London 
pr(X)f gallons or 10-5 per cent.), Ban- 
Uura (1,900 London proof gallons or 9-7 
per cent.) and Nadia (970 London proof 
gallons or 91 per cent.) was due to bad 
economic condition of the consumers 
owing to the failure of winter crops in 
the. previous year. In Burdwan the 
gefieral depi’cssion of the coal trade and 
in Bankura the anti-drink movement 
amongst the Santals referred to in 
paragraph 5 of the report also contri¬ 
buted to the decrease. 

There was increase in consumption in 
the districts of Noakhali (101 London 
proof gallons or L5-4 per cent.), Midna- 
pore (2,799 London pr{X>f gallons or 
7-9 per i-ent.), Mymensingh (1,548 
Tx)ndon proof gallons or 6-7 per cent.) 
and, Malda (573 Laidpn proof gallons 


or 6-7 per cent.). In the district of 
Noakhali the incretise due to the 

construction of a railway line from Feiy 
to Belonia. The increase in Midnapore 
was due to the successful detection of 
some illicit distillation cases in the 
jungle area. The influx of up-country 
labourers, railway and other .settlei's 
from up-country accoiuits for the in¬ 
crease in Mymensingh while better out¬ 
turn of the hiangoe and the paddy crops 
is said to be the reason for the increased 
consumption in Malda. , 

The question of consumption of 
country spirit among factory workers 
has been very recently examined by me.* 
From the figures of consuiaption of 
country spirit in the industrial areas in 
the district of the 24-I’arganas, Hooghly 
and Howrah, it appears that there has 
been a marked decrease in consumf)tion 
amongst factory w«)rkers from* 1921-22. 
This is probably due tt) the fact that the 
price of country spirit in the industrial 
areas in thc.se districts was consider.ably 
increased in 1921-22. The figures, 
given below, are intercvsting -

17. Total revenue from country 
spirit. —The total revenue (license and 
distillery fees and duty) from country 
spirit was Rs. 87,93,615 against 
Rs. 87,58,136, allowing an increase of 
ILs, 35,48(1. The revenue derived from 
duty and distillery fees decreased by 
lis. 1,49,414 and "that from license fees 
increased by Rs. 1,84,894. The decrease 
in duty is due to the decrease in con¬ 
sumption but in spite of thb decrease in 
consumption the license ‘fees and the 
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total revenue increased owing to the 
increase iji the scale of license fees with 
el|pct from Ist April 1928. 

18. Convictions for drunkenness and 
action taken against licensees for per¬ 
mitting it-* * * * .—In Calcutta 4,695 
persons were convicted of drunkenness 
as compared with 4,226 persons in the 
previous year, but no statistics were 
taken to show what proportion of these 
cases was due to indulgence in country 
spirit, tari, {jnd foreign liquor, res¬ 
pectively. The Commissioner of 
Police, Calcutta, is unable to a.ssign 
any special reason for this in- 
crgase. As^ regards Howrah and Bally, 
the Magistrate of Howrah rcjiorts that 
the increase was due to grcat<*r activity 
on the ])art of the local police. It is not 
possible to arrive at any conclusion 
from the.sc figures about the increase or 
d<‘crease of drunkenness in municipal 
areas.

This marked increase in the number 
of licenses permitting “ home-brew ” of 
pachwai was due to a bumper outturw 
of winter crop in the latter part of the 
year under report in the districts of R»ij- 
shahi, Dina.jpur, Bogra and Malda. In 
Jalpaiguri in the tea-garden area these 
licenses had to be issued in greater 
numbers with the co-operation of the 
managers of the ganlens to cope with 
the illicit manufacture and sale of limior 
that were going on unchecked in these 
places. 

24. Revenue. —The revenue in 
license fees from “ retail vend shops ” 
decreased from Us. 11,50,854 to 
Rs. 10.47,816. The decrease was 
marked in Burdwan (59,499). Birbhurn 
(25,287), Bankura (8.307), Midnapore 
(8,113) and Nadia (4,126) while there 
M'Jis an increa.se of Us. 1,979 and 877 in 
l)ar.jceliiig and Murshidabad respective 
ly. The decrease in revenue in 
Burdwan, Birbhurn and Bankura was 
due to the causes explained in the 
ease of country spirit in paragraph 16 
of the report.

34. Manufacture of beer. —One 

brewing license vras issued during the 
year under report to the Victoria 
Brewery at Sonada which worked from 
the lieginning of the year till the lOtli 
October 1928, when it was closed down 
on account of financial difficulties. 
Five thousand six hundred and one 
gallons were st)ld to Military authorities 
and 1,246 gallons to llmised vendors 
within the province during the period 
the brewery was working. 


Duty on Indian made potable 
foreign liquors and beer. —There was a 
further decrease in the duty on potable 
spirits and beer manufactured in India. 
It came down to Rs. 3,56,470 from 
Re. 4,18,899 in 1927-28. 

The follo^❖ing statement shows the 
gradual consistent downward tendency 
in the receipts from duty on Indian

37. Licenses and revenue.-— The 

number of licen.ses for the retail sale of 
medicated wines was 214 against 222 in 
the preceding year. The revenue from 
licen-sf! fees was Rs. 8.600 against 
Rs. 7.225 in the previous year showing 
an increase of Rs. 1,375. The increase 
was due to variations in lealization of 
license fees in advance.

38. Revenue. —The total revenue

40. Manufacture of tinctures and 
medicines. —Seven Ixinded laboratories 
in Calcutta and one in Konnagar con 
tinned to manufacture tinctures and 
medicinal preparations during the year 
under ref)ort; 57,220 London pr(K)f 
gallons of rectifie<l spirit contained in 
tinctures and medicinal pre])aration8 
were issued from the eight laboratories 
on‘ ‘pa.yment of duty against 00,888 
London pr<H)f gallons is.sued during the 
preceding year. The duty realized on 
tinctures issued from bonded laborator¬ 
ies at Rs. 5 per London j)roof gallon 
on the sj)irit contents was Rs. 2,80,130 
of w.hich Rs. 2,84,311 was realized in 
Bengal and Rs. 1,819 in other pro¬ 
vinces again.st Rs. 3,04,440 in the year 
1927-28. ’Meflicinal preparations con¬ 
taining 2.3,580 London proof gallons of 
spirit were issued duty-free, to tlie 


charitable dispensaries and hospitals 
in the various provinces in {}.ddition to 
7,298 London proof gallons of rectified 
spirit and 1,925 London proof gallons 
of absolute alcohol.

Permit-holders in Bengal took su])- 
plies of 19,074*5 London proof gallons 
of rectified spirit and absolute alcohol 
from the distilleries and IxHKlcd lal)or- 
atories on payment of Rs. 95,372-8 as 
duty. 

361*6, 1340 and 100 T/)ndon 

proof gallons of rectified spirit and 
ab.solijte alcohol were supplied to per¬ 
mit-holders in Assam, United Provinces 
and Madcas, respectively, on payment 
of duty in tho.se ])rovinces. 

'Phere is no doubt that the introduc¬ 
tion of the concession rate? of duty on 
rectified s])irit required for medicinal 
purjioses in 1921 has given a great 
impetus to the growth of the f)harma- 
ceutical industry in the province. The 
result, however, of a reduction of 
prices on account of competition with 
foreign manufacturers has been an 
alarming increase in the sale of adul¬ 
terated drugs and inferior medicinal 
preparations. I'oreign firms do not 
apy)ear to bo the otdy sinners in this 
respect. In some ca.ses .lot?ally manu¬ 
factured products have also been found 
to be of a very inferior type. It is, of 
course, one of the conditions in the form 
of the licen.se that “ all spirituous pre¬ 
parations ay)pearnig in the British 
Pharmacoperia shall be manufactured 
strictly in ax'cordance with the recipe, 
directions and specification laid down 
therein.” As regards .the alcpholig 
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strength, it is periodicallv tested in the 
Excise J-uhoratory init tno department 
•lijft no agencies to test the drug contents 
of these ])reparations with which it is 
not also concerned. There are no 
arrangements now from the J’nbJic 
Health De|mrtment to test the drug 
strengths with the result that the condi¬ 
tion quotc<l alnwe as regards j)repara- 
tion according to recij)e and specifica¬ 
tion laid down in the British Pharma- 
(opcria is more in the tiature of a pious 
hope? than thal of a practical proposi¬ 
tion. 


41. Issues of rectified spirit and 
absolute alcohol from bonded laborato¬ 
ries and distilleries for medicinal, indus¬ 
trial and other purposes on payment of 
full duty. —I 'ive thousand four hundred 
and ninety-seven J.ondon proof gallons 
of rectified spirit and alisolute alcohol 
were sold on payment of full <lutv from 
the distilleries and l)on<led lalx)ratories, 
for industrial, medicinal and scientific 
purposes to licen.sed t;hemists, druggists, 
etc. 


SECTION IV—Hemp Drugs. 


Ganja. 

47. Retail licenses.- The total num¬ 
ber of licenses issued in the Presidency 
for the retail sale of ganja was 1.205 
against 1,208 in 1927-28. 

48. Consumption. —The total quan¬ 
tity of gan ja tx)nsumed in the Presi¬ 
dency amounted to 1,.')77 maunds 19 
seers against 1,670 maunds 21 seers 
showing a net ilwrease of 93 maunds 2 
seers or 5-5 per cent. 

The coimumption fell in 24 districts 
and increased in 3 <listriets. The fall 
in consumption is due princi])ally to the 
increase in the retail selling price of the 
drug from April 1928. The increast^ in 
the 3 districts of Midnapore, Jalpaiguri 
and IlowraJi is nominal and calls for 
no explanation. 

49. Total revenue. —The receipt for 
the year amounted to. Rs. 49,91,507 
against Rs. 46,86,329 ‘in the previous 
v6ar, the net increase l)eing Rs. 3,05,178. 
The revenue from license fees and gola 
rent decreased by 1^. 50,937 and Rs. 40 
respectively while that from duty in¬ 
creased by .Rs. 3,56,616. The decrease 


in license fees is due to the decrease in 
consumption while the increase in duty 
is due to the increase in the rate of duty 
from 1st April 1928. It would thus 
appear that the increase in duty was 
justified as it has brought alxnit imrreas- 
ed revenue with decrease in consump¬ 
tion. 

50. Incidence of taxation. —The in¬ 
cidence of licen.se fees per seer of ganja 
consumed was Rs. 37-6 and that of duty 
Rs. 40. The total taxation was 
Rs. 77-6 ])er .seer iis comi)ared with 68 -7 
in the previous year. 


53. Cultivation and outturn of ganja 
at Naugaon in Rajshahi. —The follow¬ 
ing figures indicate the position regard¬ 
ing the operation of ganja cultivation 
in Maugaon in the Rajshahi district 
during the last six vears :—

The area sanctioned for cultivation 
during the year under report was 1,900 
bighas. There was no case of cancella¬ 
tion or surrender of license during the 
year. One cultivator was, however 
debarred from holding any license in 
future. The area actually cultivated 
was 1,922 bighsis .3 cottahs and 5 ehitaks 
against 1,798 bighas 6 cottahs and 4 
ehitaks in the previtais year. 

The prospect of the crop was satis¬ 
factory till December when the plants 
were damaged by red spiders followed 
by a pest of liirkatis (a kind of in.sect 
pest). There was also .some damage due 
to rains in Decembt'r and a storm in 
January. The outturn of ganja was not 
however so Bad sis had Ihvii a})prehen<l- 
ed. In spite of these unfavourable con¬ 
ditions the outturn of ganja was quite 
fair.

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Bhang. 

, 58. Licenses and revenue.— The 

total iminbor of retail licenses for the 
sale of bliaiig Avas 3‘23 against 316 in the 
preA’ious year. Tlie total number of 
druggists’* permits issued was 6*21 
.against 550 in the previous year. The 
total revenue from license fees and duty 
amounted to Ks. 1.92.330 as compared 
with Ra. 2,W3,251 in 1927-28, showing 
a decrease'of Rs. 10,921. 

59. Consumption. —The prineip.al 
demand for bliang Avas, as in the pre¬ 
vious years, confined to most of the West 
Bengal districts. In most of the 
districts in East Bengal, the demand 
for bhang as an intoxicant is very small. 
The total cpiantity of bhang consumed 
in the Presidency, amounted to 389 
maunds 32 seers against 427 maunds 
and 10 seers in the previous year—a 
decrease of 37 maunds 18 seers. There 
Avas noticeable deci’case in Calcutta, 
24-rarganas, Burdwan, and Dacca. 
Reasons for this decrease in consump¬ 
tion of bhang are being investigated. 

60. Exports. — Tavo maunds and 30 
seers of duty-paid bhang AAere exported 
from llooghly to French Chandernagore 
against 3 maunds in the previous yc.ir. 
One maund of duty-paid bhang was 
issued from Comilla to the adjacent 
state of Tripura, against 27 seers in the 
preceding year. 

61. Abuse. —No case of abuse of 
me<licinal pieparations from the drug 
was reported during the year. 

Charas. 

62. Licenses and revenue. —The 

total number of licenses issued in the 
I're.sidency for the retail sale of charas 
was 34 agiiinst the same number in 1927- 
28. There Avere 3 Avhole.sale lirenses 
against the same number in the preced¬ 
ing year. The total recei|)ts for the 
year amounted to Rs. 3,05,382 Jis com¬ 
pared with Rs. 3.26,948 in 1927 28, 
shoAving a decrease of Rs. 21,.566. 
There was a decrease of Ra. 39,030 
under the head “ Licen.se fees ” due to 
decr/^Jise in the consumption of the drug 
for reasons explained below. There 
wa.s an increase of Rs. 17,464 imder 
the head*“ Duty ” on account of the 
increa.se in the rate of duty from Rs. .50 
to Rs. 70 {)(?r seer with effect from the 
1st' April 1928. 


63. Import, export and eonsump. 
lion.— The total quantity of charas im¬ 
ported into the Preside«cy was 35 
maunds 37 seers against 71 maunds and 
30 scers in the previous year. The drug 
Avas, as usual, imjmrted by the Avhole- 
sale dealers of Calcutta and Birbhuni 
direct from the Punjab and supplied to 
the retail vendors hi the districts. The 
total issue to retail shops in the Presi¬ 
dency was 55 maunds - and 7 seers as 
com|)arcd with 69 maunds 37 .seers in 
the preceding year, Avhile the consump¬ 
tion in (^alcutta .amounted to 30 maunds 
and 24 seers again.st 42 maunds and 14 
seers in the previous year. , , 

The decrease in consumption is partly 
line to the increase in the retail selling 
price of the drug from Rs. 140 to Rs. 160 
j)er seer from 1st .\pril 1928 and to a 
cerUiin extent to the increase in the 
volume of illicit traffic of the drug from 
the North-West Frontier Province 
to Calcutta and in the neighbouring 
districts of llooghly, Midnapore .and 
24-l*arganas. The point has been 
ilcalt Avith in detail in Section VII of 
the report. 

F<iur seers of charas Avere exported to 
F’rcnch Chandernagore during the year 
against two maunds and 10 .seers ex¬ 
ported during the previous year. 

SECTION V—Opium. 


64. Restricted supply of opium.— 

I’here was no 'change in the system of 
restricted supply of opium to shops in 
sev’eral districts in the I'rcsidency. 

65. Consumption. —The consumption 

of excise opium during the year under 
report Avas 987 maunds and 24 .seers, 
as compared with 994 maunds and 19 
seers in the preceding year. , 

(^)nsumption increased in 9 districts 
and decreaseil in 16. It remained 
stationary in 2 districts. 

Fluctuation in coiisnmjition was 
normal in most of the districts. 

Noticeable increase (x;cnrred in two 
districts only, viz., Bakarganj (82 seers 
or 6-0 per cent.) and Noakhali (32 seers 
or 12-2 per cent.). The increase in 
Bakarg.anj was due to the increase of 
the monthly allotment of opium of some 
shops and to the opening of a new shop 
to iruxit genuine local demand. In 
Noakhali the increase wji's due to the 
opening of a new opium, shop to meet 
local needs. 
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The decrease in consumption exceed¬ 
ed 0 per cent, in the districts of 
■ Muraludaba(^(59 seers or 11 *3 per cent.), 
llajshahi (29 seers or 8-3 })er cent.) and 
Darjeeling (46 seers or 18-7 {)er cent.). 

The Collectors of Murshidabad and 
Kajsbahi attribute the fall in consunii)- 
tion to the bad economie condition of tne 
consumers. The decrease in consump¬ 
tion in Darjeeling-was mainly due U> tlie 
heavy fall in sales in the Kalimpong 
shop. This was due to the fact that 
Kalimpoug formerly used to be the 
centre of the w<x)l trade where traders 
from Tibet used to gather during the 
iftonths of* November to March, but the 
centre has now shifted to llungpoobazar 
in Sikkim. 

66 . Licenses for retail sale. —The 

total numl)cr of licenses issued for the 
retail sale of excise oj)ium was 853, as 
compared with 854 in the lirevious year. 
Four shops were almlished, 1 each 
in Hirbhum, ('alcutta, Mymensingh and 
llangpur. 7'hi'ee new shops were open- 
eel, viz., 1 cmch in Khulna, Hakarganj 
and Noakhali. 

67. Permits and licenses under the 
Opium and Morphia Rules. —The total 
number of ])ermit.s and licenses issued 
was 1,570 as eompare<l with 1.547 in 
the })revious year. The number includes 
29 lic<*uses issued to manufacturing 
chemi.sts, 609 to di.spensing chemists, 73 
to Kabiiajes ami llakims, and 76 per¬ 
mits to permit-holders (total 787 for in¬ 
toxicating drugs), and 38 licenses issiUMl 
to dealers, 616 to chemists, 47 to p(‘rsons 
approved uiulcr Kules 21 (/) ami 21 (S) 
of the Morphia Rules and 82 to persons 
authorised under Rule 22 of the same 
rules (total 783 for morphia drugs). 
The increase in the numl)er of licenses 
vvas *due to increase in the numlH*r of 
chemists and druggists in many <li.strict.s 
in the l*resi<iency. 

68 . Revenue. —The total receipts 
amounted to Rs. 48,07,903 as com[)ared 
with Rs. 47,98,712 in 1927^28. 

69. Abuse of opium and morphia.— 

The use of mor|>hia jus ji substitute for 
opium does not ap|)eai’ "to have lieen pre¬ 
valent in any district, fn the district 
of Ifooghly jihme only one solitary case 
came tt> mitjee during the year under 
report. The admini.stration of opium 
pills to children prevailed to a very 
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limited extent among the Biliwpuri 
population in the mill areJis of the 
district of HrK)ghly. 


SECTION VI—Cocaine. 


72. Licenses and Revenue. —Four 
hundred ami fifty-four licenses were 
issued during the year to chemists 
and druggists for the sale of cocaine on 
prescriptions of cpuilified medical prac¬ 
titioners as com[)ared with 455 in 1927- 
28. Eighty-six permits for the posses¬ 
sion of cfKviine were issued free to 
managers of hospitals or dispensaries 
not under Government supervision. 
I'ifty-one permits were issued to quali¬ 
fied medical priictitioners and <lentists. 

73. Preventive operations and illicit 
transactions in ctM-june have been dealt 
with in paragraph 75, Si*ction VII of 
the report. 


SECTION VII Offences against the 
Excise and Opium Laws. 


75. Prosecutions and convictions.—

There Ims lietm decrease but it is not 
so nuirked Jis to call for any special 
comment. 

There were no new developments’ as 
regards the wmrst* ami method of illicit 
pnicticcs prevalent in tlie Province. 
The position as regards Excise ofTences 
wjis fully explained in paragntphs 74 
to 77 of the Admiiiistrjition Re})ort for 
1925-26. Then? were, however, realms 
to siisnect that smuggling of charas on 
a fairly large-scale is going on from the 
North-West Frontier Province ijihi 
('alcuttji and the neighlxniring di.stricts 
of HiK>ghly. Midna]>ore and 24 Parga- 
nas. This is prolwibly due to the fact 
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that tlic duty on cliaras was increased 
from i?s. 50 to lls. 70 per seer and the 
retail priie was consequently increased 
from lis. 140 to Ihs. 160 per seer. The 
consumjition of ch.ira.s has gone <lown 
from 60 matinds 37 sc(M‘s to 55 maunds 
7 seers and the revenue has fallen from 
Jis. 3,26.04H to ]{s. 3.05,382. The big 
droj) in jevenue ami consumption may 
lx‘ partly <lue to the increase in the rate 
of duty and f^tail price but there is no 
doubt that it is duo to a certain extent 
to the increase in the volume of illicit 
trallic that is going on. The number of 
cases detected has increased from 3 to U 
and of persons concerned from 3 to 26. 
Complaint has Ix'en also received from 
licen.sed vendors about loss of income on 
account of the increased activity on the 
part of smugglers. * * * *

The departmental officers successfully 
tackled otTences under the Kxcise and 
Opium r.aws in most of the districts 
with the co-operation of Police officials. 

In Calcutta efforts to tackle the 
principal offenders and their a.ssotuates 
engaged in illicit traffic dn opium 
and cocaine were persistently 
continued throughout the year and 
the flepartment is thankful for 
the co-operation it received from tlie 
Police ami Castom Officials. The illicit 
traffic inside the city as well as at the 
railway termini was principally l(K)ked 
after by the Kxcise detective staff in co¬ 
operation with the Police officials, while 
the illicit traffic on l)oard the vessels in 


the port and on the jetties was Kx)ked 
after mainly by the Custom iletet^tive 
staff. , •

f),089,2(K) acres, as against 5,59ff,600 and 
5,049,000 acres respectively in the correspond¬ 
ing and final forecasts of lust year. The 
decrease in area is attrihiited lo drought at 
sowing time. 

Outturn. —According to District Officers’ 
estimates, (he outturn of the ilifferent hluutoi 
I'rops for the I'residericy works out at 75 jiei 
cent, of the normal this year as against 80 and 
82 per cent, respeidively in the corresponding 
and final forecasts of last year. 

The autumn rice is estimated to yield an 
outturn of 74 per cent, of the normal for the 
Province this year a.s agaiinst the estimate of 
95 per cent, both in the corresponding and final 
forecasts of lust year. In my opinion the out¬ 
turn of autumn rice is an uudere.stiinate and 
that the crop will not fall short of 80 ]ier cent, 
of the normal this year.

’ J^iret Poraoast of the Winter Rioe Crop of 
Bengel, 1828^ 

(Note —On an averaKe of the five years ondiuK 1027-28 
the area under winter rice in Bengal has represented 
some 17 *7 iiercent. of the total area under rice in 
Britis.i India.) 

Character of the Season. —Insufficient rain¬ 
fall in February and March hindeied the pre¬ 
paratory tillage for'deep-water paddy in East 
and parts of North Denial. Good showers in 
Aprilf however facilitated the operation and 
sowings coinnienced in the low-land tracts. 
The rainfall in May being defective, was not 
altogether unfavoura^ile to the growth of 
young plants, though more rain was needed in 
sAne West Uengal districts for the field opera¬ 
tions for Irnnsplanled rice. In early June, the 
rainfall being heavy in parts of East Bengal, 
damaged the low-land crop in places, but was 
favourable to transplantation of winter paddy 
in general. During the month of July the 
rainfall was gcn«»rall.v moderate, and the trans¬ 
planting operation progressed satisfactory. 
The rainfall in Augu.st being defective as a 


« 

result of weak monsoon, the progress of trans- 
p^lantation was not so rapid as in last year. 
The present outlook, so far, is satisfactory, on 
the whole. 

Ao r ei M . - — A ccording to the figures returned 
by the District tifficers the total area under 
winter rice is 14.582,700 acres as compared with 
15,112,700 and 15,357,4(iK) acres in the corres¬ 
ponding and final forecasts of last year. The 
decrease in area i.s attributed to unfavourable 
weather at the time of sowing. 

Outturn. —From the summary of the dis¬ 
trict i-eturns appended, it will be seen that 
Bankura reports more than a normal crop, five 
districts expect a normal crop, 17 districts 
report a crop varying from 75 to 99, and the 
rest below 70 per cent, of the normal. 

According to the above estimates the pro- 
viiiidal outturn works up to 85 per cent, as 
against 9.3 and 99 per cent, of the normal esti¬ 
mated respectively in the first and final fore- 
« a»ts of last 3 'ear.

Saeond Forecast of the Cotton Crepe of 
Bengal, 1929^ 

Dactta, the dth October 1929. 

(Note.—O n an average of the five years ending 
1927-28, the area under the cotton crop in Ketigul 
lias represented some ('"‘i per cent, of tlie total area 
jnder cotton .in India.) 

There oro two crops—early untl late. The 
“ early ” crop is chiefly grown in the Chitta- 
?ong Hill Tracts and the Tripura State and to 
t small extent in other disfriots. I'he late 
uwp is grown in Banktira and Midnapore. 

Character of the s^uon. —Ae indicated in the 
irst forecast, the weather was generally favour- 
)hle at the sowing time, except in the Tripura 


State, wheie, owing to drought, less area was 
brought under cultivalion this year. Subse¬ 
quent conditions were helpful foV the growth 
generally, but for heavy rains in Mymensingh 
and the Tripura State, which affected the pros¬ 
pects of the early crop to some extent. In 
Bankura the conditions were favourable 
throughout. The present outlook of the c'rop 
is fair, on the whole, and a fair outturn is 
anticipated. 

Sowings of late variety commenced in 
Midnapore under fair conditions. 

Aroa sown. —The area sown with early crop 
is reported to be 76,307 acres this year, as 
against 77,095 acres in the corresponding fore¬ 
cast of last year. Of the late crop an area,of 
503 acres is reported to have been sown this 
year, as against 653 acres reported in tlie 
corresponding forecast of last year.

Character of the season. —As reported in the 
first foi-ecast, llA weatlier was generall.ir 
fuvi'uralilc except for the fact that dron<rlit in 
February and March interfered with the ffer- 
miiiatiun .md g:r<>\ttli of the plants and that 
excessive rain and flood caused some damage in 
I»arts of Eastern Ilengal, Since tlicn the con¬ 
ditions liave been generally favourable tor the 
development of the crop and the sen.son, so far, 
iiia.v be regarded as fairly satisfaetoiy this 
year. 


Arc* plmtod. —^The total area planted with 
the crop for the province is reported to be 
197,500 acres this year, against 195,300 and 
195,800 acres reported, respectively, in the 
corresponding and final forecasts of last yefiv. 

Outturn. —According to the estimates of 
District Officers, the average outturn of the 
crop for the province this year works out at 82 
per cent, of the normal, against 77 and 81 per 
cent, in the corresponding and final foivcasts 
of last year. 

Condition figure. —The'condition figure for 
the (‘aue cTop is estimated at 82 per cent., as 
against a ten years’ average of 81'9 pef cent. 
This means that the condition of this year’s 
crop is e<iual to aliout 100 pei cent, of the ten 
years’ average.

Read— 

The RepoHs on Inland Eniif^iation under the AsHani Labour and 
Kiiii^ration A<-t, 1901 <VI of 1901), for the year ending’ Wth .lime 
1929, submitted by the Superintendent of Emigrution, Calcutta, 
and 'the District and Assistant Superintendents of Emigration. 

There wa.s an increase in the number of emigrants despatched to the 
labour districts during the year under i-eview as i-ompared with the 
previous year. 

2. Recruiting operations in Bengal were conducted, as in the 
previous year, in the districts of Bankura, Birbhum, Burdwan, 
Midiiapore and Murshidabad. The number of garden sardars employed 
during the year was 604 (including 104 sardarins) as against 512 in 
the previous year. All worked under the supeiwision of licensed local 
agents. The number of local agents’ licen.ses was 10 as against 11 
issued in the pi-evious year. The total number of emigrants recruited 
in Bengal was 99.‘{ as against 912 in the previous year, the largest 
number coming from Birbhum, viz., .S46. The total number of 
recniits from Bengal and other provinces embarking at Goalundo was 
19.56-5 (including those recruited in the Bombay Presidency outside the 
Act) as compared with 12,688 in the preceding year. 

6. The rest-houses for emigrants at Asansol, Kharagpur, Naihati 
and Qoalundo maintained by the Tea District Labour Association were 
frequently inspected and their condition was found to be, in all respects, 
satisfactory. 

4. Eight deaths occurred among the emigrants on transit, viz., 
two at the halting station at Asansol, four at Naihati and two at 
Goalundo. No death occurred at Kharagpur. Out of the total number 
of emigrants who ai’i’ived from the recruiting districts in and outside 
the Presidency of Bengal, nine deserted, viz., five from Kharagpur and 
four from Goalundo, one was released because he was unwilling to 

• emigrate and 14 were detained, till the close of the year umler review, 
for treatment at the local hospital at Goalundo. There was no death 
or desertion amongst emigrants dujing their journeys by steamer Irom 
Goalundo or by railway from Chandpur tj their final destination. 

5. In connection with the transport of labour to Assam receipts 
increased from Rs. 697 to Its. 7.50 during tlie year under review, ^^hile 
the expendituie decreased from Rs. 16,750-4-0 to Rs. 9,941-8-6. The 
decrease in exiienditure is mainly due to the fact that during the year 
under i-eview no expenditure was incurred on account of leave salai-y 
of officers and rent for the quarters provided for the Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent of Emigration and Embarkation Agent at Goalundo. 

6. Major W. (5. “Walker, i.M.s., held charge of the office of Super¬ 
intendent of Emigration, Calcutta, from the beginning of the year up 
to I2th November 1928, during the absence, on leave, of Lieutenant- 
Colonel A. Denham “White, i.m.s., who took over charge on the 19th 
idem and held the office for the remaining period of the year. 

The thanks of the Governor in Council are due to them and the 
local •officers for their assistance in the administration of the Act.

OEPARTMEMT OF AGRICULTURE, 
BENGAL. 


Monthly Weather and Crop Rqiort of 
Bengal for September 1828. 

I. Character of the Season. —During the 
)iiiiuth uii<lt*r ivvifw, the rainfall was in ext ess 
of the normal in ton «lis1ricts, wlxilo in the rest 
of the Piosidenoy it was below the nvei-af?e. 
The usuni ruin fal l stntenient is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations.— 

Harvesting of uiitnmn paddy was almost euni- 
pleted and that of jute still continued in some 
districts. Transplantation of winter paddv 
was over but the progress was inueli behinci- 
baud than last year. 

III. State of standing crops^'l'he state of 
standing crops was generally fair tliougli more 
rain was needed for the development of trans¬ 
planted paddy during the latter part of the 
month. 

lY. Prospects and probable outturn. -The 

prospects of standing c‘r«)p.s weie frenerally 
satisfactory. The outturn of autumn paddy 
was estimated at 80 per cent, and that of 
winter paddy at 85 per cent, of the normal this 
■year. 


V. Damago to standing crops.— No injury 
to crops was reported from any part of the 
province except some damage to jute crop by 
insect pests from parts of Murshidabad, 
Khulna, Monthly, Kajshahi, Cooch Bihar and 
Faridpur during the early part of the month. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock. —The 

(‘oiiditioii of live-stock was, on the whble, fair. 
Stray cases of cattle-disease were, Iiowever, re¬ 
ported from seven districts. 

VII. Failure of pakturage and fodder. —In¬ 
sufficiency of fodder was reported from parts 
of the 114-T'arganas and Dacca. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains. —During the 
second fortnight of the month, the retail price 
of common rice of the cheapest quality rose in 
six districts, fell in five and remained 
stationary in the rest of,the Presidency. It 
varied from 5j seers per rupee at Jalpaiguri 
and Noakhali to 8 seers per rupee at Jessore, 
Khulna, Midnapore, Ma'lda and the Chittagong 
Hill Tracts.
